Temperate things are, if we proceed 4 priori, fuck * 
as have none af the Aftive and Paſſive Qualities 
exceedingly in them , nor are fo furniſhed with ' 
the active Principles, Salt, Sulphur and Mercury, 
as that any one doth _—_— predominate, but 
are commenſurate to one another, that the exceſs 
cannot be well obſerved. | 
If we conſider Temperate things 4 poſteriori, or 
from their effeC(t, they are ſuch as neither in- 
creaſe or diminiſh our natural Heat, but gently 
aſſwage Pains, gratifie and preſerve that Heart, 
while they continue moderate, and moſt of theſe 
are Alimentary, but tis mot ſate to exceed in the 
uſe of them.

6. You muſt give them, when the Stomach is, empty, 
neither with meat, nor after meat ;, becauſe Aliments 
in the general are not to be confounded with Mes 
dicaments ; and becauſe they may carry the chy!e 
not as yet well concoCcted into the lafteal Veins, 
and thruſt in the excrementitious part with the 
alimentary, and fo increaſe the ObſtruCtions. 

7. Very drying Aperients are not convenient in a1: 
Hettick, if joyned to a putrid Feaver, for they in- 
creaſe the rarefaCtion, and heat of the Blood. 

8. They are not good in a weakneſs of the Kidneys, 
which they alſo hurt by too much uſe of them : for they 
of themſelves abound with moiſture, and ferofities

Order is-not to be inverted; that is, you mult not 
give -lncraſlatives, where attenuative and cutting 
things are neceſlary, eſpecially in caſes of theBreaſt, 
as namely in Coughs. The way of curing a Cough 
is linited by the quality, of the Matter which cau- 
ſes it; and 'tis either thin, acrinionious or ſalt fal- 
ling upon the Lungs, and threatning a Conſump- 
tion and ſuffocating Catarrhs - or it is thick, clam- 
my and viſcid. In the firſt caſe Incraſſatives made 
of Bole- Armenack, lohoch de papav.terra ſigillata, ſpec. 
diatrag. frig. laudanum opiatum, &Cc, are convenient; 
In the other caſe, ' cutting bechical things, 'as '&f 
Hyſſop;: Aron-root, ſpec. diaireos;, &c. are moſt 
uſefut ; but if you invert the Order you-may eaſily 
choak your Patient. The reaſon is the ſame in an 
Aſthma, where Incraſſatives are ſeldom convenient, 
but hurtful, but cutting things are good. b

is various ; But the principal are 

Either, 1. A ſerous and icboroxs matter, which 
attraction doth principally belong to, as when it 
ſtagnates in any Part, whether it be benign or ma- 
ligo, chiefly if there be a flowing af the ſame time. 
For they evacuate, derive and draw from afar , 
and alſo revel: therefore they are good in the Iſchia- 
dica, and other Pains that lie deep. A certain 
Cheſt-maker was fadly troubled with a deep pain 
in his Thigh,” and found no help by any thing till 
he was bliſtered, and then he was happily cured. 
And theſe as particular Evacuatives deſerve a Chap- 
ter by themſelves : ſo in Ulcersand Iſſues, Gentian 
root or root of black Hellebone, are uſed to make 
the Matter flow the fafter. 

Or, 2. Vaporons Matter, as if a Tumor ſhould 
happen to be mixed of Wind and Water, tho it 
ſeldom happens. Thus in the Epilepſies proceed-

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there was-a Student which was ſhot in the foot 
with"a leaden Bullet, but' could not be drawn by 
Inſtruments, and = bethought thettſelves of 2 
vulneraty Potion which ſhould help Nature, and it 
was happily preſcribed of Dittany-rovts, &c, thefe 
do help- Nature as they-render the Humors more 
fluid, and dilate the Pores. To this-appertains the 

iment of Arc#lanxs, who to draw things, that 
are faſt in the Ears, or in any other Parts, doth pre- 
ſcribe to apply a hve Lizard, or one ſcarce quite 
dead, and'to hold it tyed-to the part for threehours. 
We apply them to the affefted Part,unleſs fome- 
thing prohibits, when we would evacuate ; to an 
oppoſite or remote part, when we' wonld revel.

Which do it, 1. by the force of a vacuum, as Cup- 
ping-glaſles,with or without ſcarification,which are 
conveniens to extract malignant Matter, in peſti- 
lential Bubo's, and ſuch like.

All of them abound in Saline Particles , ſome-

* The queſtion'is \, Wherher Vinegar which is com- 
monly added, 1s rightly mingled with them ? It makes 
for tte Negative , that, Vinegar doth fix acrimo- 
nious volatile Salts, and break their acrimony, as 
we uſe Muſtard macerated in Vinegar for ſauce, 
which would otherwiſe be intollerable : Onions, 
Garlick , -and Horſe-Radiſh are made more mild 
by Vinegar. Whence Martianks very well concludes 
in the Negative. - It may be added that Vinegar 
doth repel, and is cold, which is'contrary to the 
indication , eſpecially where malignity concurs. '--- 
The thing may be eaſily decided if we obſerve to 
ofe a ſmall quantity of Vinegar, and the form it is 
uſed in: For thus it ( by its ſharpneſs ) increaſes 
the force; nor, being diſperſed through the whole 
body of ferment or leaven, can it poſlibly dull the 
force of the Cantharides, but it may be a corrector ; 
therefore in this form a little keep tho it doth 


fomewhat allay the force of the Medicament, yet it 


doth not hurt ; ' ſome chooſe Spirit of Wine. 

But the beſt way to uſe Cantharides is in a ſfim- 
ple Plaiſter of Wax, and Turpentine without Vi-

'L volatile Salts, we-+light upon Cauſticks, which 
alto have a great Latitude and ſeveral Names. 

In general Casſticks are applied to 4 whyny 
Skin, or to a divided and ſore Skin ; that, the fir 
way applied, they may. corrode, and induce an Et- 
char, and in the other caſe cleanſe , cat out , and 
coaſume ; Cauſtick,is a common name ; but there 
are ſeveral degrees of them.

The Skin being divided, and in an ill condition 
they are moſt to be uſed, that are of the firſt degree 
Cleanſers, and Dryers without any notable Pain ;

torn, Lapis Calaminaris, Ceruſs , Mercurius dulcis,

" They are Corroſive in the ſecond degree, or emi- 
nently extergent and eating, (and they are either ary, 
liquid. or- of a midale ſort ) which beſides their 
earthly Particlss do more or leſs abound in ſaline 
acrimonious Parts ; they are taken from Vegetables, 
as the Powder of Savine , which is excellent for a 
Fungus of the Brain , Warts of the Yard, &c. its 
aſhes alſo, and the aſhes of Tabaco, which is often 
uſed with ſucceſs in Ulcers ; from Minerals, as burnt 
Alum, white Vitriol, the Capur mortunm of Vitriol, 
Sr Mercury , and things prepared out of 
theſe, as the Oyntments called eAegypriacum, fuſcum 
Wu#z;, the green water of Hartman. Among theſe 
the dry ones canſame that which is ſuperfluous, 
and are therefore convenient for Carbuncles, and 
'Fungons fleſh, they take away Protuberancies, they 
cleanſe ſoft places , and - hinder the Generation of 
extraneous Excreſcencies , they purifie Moiſtures, 
and carry them off by cleanſing.

Some of theſe Cauſticks are convenient in He- 
morrhages, as Vinegar, Spirit of Vitriol, &c. which 
in letting of blood, &c.. do ſtop the Flux ; ſo white 
Vitriol and Alum do, becaufe together with their 
Acrimony they have a conſtipating Quality - but you 
are not to trult thoſe things, that are ſharp and acri. 
monions ; therefore if the Queſtion be asked ; 'Whe-s 
ther Canſticks and Corroſwves are to be applyed to ſtop 
Hemorrhapes ? as for example, ſubli M z 
Arſenick, &g.

7. You muſt abſtain from Cauſticks in the Hemor- 
rhojds, and in Diſtempers of the right Gut : becauſe 
dhey cauſe a greater Flux, and the Part is tender 
and delicate. 

8. In an exulcerated Cancer they are dangerons ; 
and ”tis better to abſtain from them in all Tumors 
that ſeem to emulate an occult Cancer. For a Can- 
cer 15 not to be jrritated ; therefore Aphor. 38. /. 
6. isto be received as an Oracle. Thoſe who have 
many Cancers, had better not to have them cured, for 
being cured, they ſoon dfe ; but live longer if they be 
0t cured.

9. Canftichs muſt be uſed when other © Meadieints 
have failed, and the Body muſt be well prepared, by uni- 
verſal Evacuations and Cleanſings. 

As Drawers and Bliſterers draw out the ſerum 
from the ſubcutaneous Glandules, which are almoſt 
innumerable, and do, as it were milk out the Hu- 
mors ;-and Cauſticks do eat up the very Pores, the 
Cuticle, and the Skin it ſelf; fo Sepricks, or Putre- 
_ Hers improperly fo called, differ from Cauſticks 
only in degree, becauſe they do more intimately

On the. contrary S-orhers, which agree much

Hey are of little uſe in Praftiſe ; ſo that tis 
more profitable to know them, in order to 
avoid them, or that we may cure the hurr 

done, or prevent that which may bedone by them, 
than to make uſe of them. Yet ſometimes the 
Phyſicians advice is asked for extirpating of hair; 
altho the ſucceſs is not very conſtant. In this caſe 
the common thing uſed is, that which is made of 
gquick- Lime and Orpiment, or Mynſichts Oyntment of 
Quice-lime, which you may ſee in his Book. 

The Turks have a thing they call Ruſma which 
they uſe in the Baths to unroot their Hair. Al 
tho ſome do think it a kind of Mineral very like 
the Droſs of Iron, or that it is of the nature of 
Vitriol ; yer "tis not likely that it differs from the 
knownMedicine above-named. They uſe it to anoint 
their privy Parts to take away the hair ; and ap- 
Ply it juſt when they begin to ſweat. But the hair 
does grow again, as may be proved. * 

Theſe are alſo Cauſticks; but a middle _

| that a Scar is in ſoft Parts, as in the Fleſh. 
Hence it is, that Cicatrizers, and Inducers of a cal- 
louſneſs, are the very ſame Medicaments. ) 

They are Indicated as the laſt things that com- 
pleat the Cure of the ſolution of unity, 

Therefore Epuloticks are Dryers (and that in a 
higher degree than Sarcoticks , and Glutinatives) 
which do contratt and conſtram the Fleſh, condenſe 
and harden it, and ſo bring it to a Scar, and theſe 
are ſtrong Dryers, conſiſting of fixed Saline, and 
terreous Parts, ſo that they moderately heat alſo, 
but without any biting , or pain. Note, that in 
theſe you muſt avoid, 1. Abſtergents ; 2. Bitin 
acrimonious things; for theſe cannot be numbr 
among Epuloticks but by accident, as they do ſome- 
what melt the fleſh, and bring it together. 

Let therefore Scarcoticks , and Glutinatives go 
before, and let Epuloticks follow, - Tho this can- 
not, nor need it be obſerved ſo ſtritly always, ſee- 
ing we haye many things that willdo all the three;

or indeed *tis the work of Nature, which is only 
helped by theſe external things, that it may ſucceed 
the better, Impediments being removed. 

Hence: you may note 4 -Prior;, 1, That ſome 
Wounds, and Ulcers are more eaſily conſolidated, 
ſome with more difficulty. 2. That ſome Cicatri- 
ſations are truſty , conſtant , and perfect ; ſome 
treacherous, palliative , momentaneous , and im- 
perfet. And this happens either by the fault of 
the whole, as a Plethory, or Cacochymy (or il ha- 
bit), therefore to promote a Scar in this caſe you 
mult have reſpect to the whole; ſo Purgers, ſome- 
times Blood-letting, and other Univerſals, conduce 
to the Cure of Wounds and Ulcers ; hence we ſec 
that Cicatrization is very difficult, in the Scorbu- 
tical, 'CacheCtical , Hydropical , in- Fiſtula's , in 
Weers ; where the Veins are full of groſs, and me- 
lancholy Blood, in Cancrous Ulcers, &c. for when 
Ulcers are fed from other Parts, they find the Phy- 
ſician work enough to do, eſpecially if he doth not 
drain the Fountain by Univerſals ; and theſe Ulcers 
are often as it were Iſſues. 

Or by the fault of the Part ; either becauſe *tis 
hollow, and not replete, or becauſe of callouſnelſs, 
erdefett of the Fleſh in growing, or that the Fleſh 
is luxuriant, which is to be taken off ; or where 
the Wound, or Ulcer is il|-natured, or malignant; 
theafflux, and diſtemperature is to be taken off, 
and: if there be any acrimony, ?tis to be mitigated ; 
or-if the Bone be faulty , or carious (that is, pe- 
riſhed), or there' is ſomething ſeparated ; as long 
as theſe things lye in the way you'l have either 
no Cureatall, or only a treacherous palliative 
Curewhich will not laſt long ; no pertect Cure 1s 
tobe expected till the Bone that'is in fault, be 
taken away. altho it were the leaſt as may be, or " 
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the place be not made abſolutely clean, before it 
is healed up, for the vitious Matter left within 
wiil cauſe a new Work ; And they are very hardly 
cured, - where-the ſides cannot well be brought to- 
gether, as in round. Wounds, &c. 

Note, that you muſt often nſe delays in this 
caſe, until Nature in good time works out the lit- 
tle Bone, &c o - x 

Theſe Impediments being ( tho with trouble ) 
taken away, you may proceed to Epnloricks, which 
finiſh the Cure; nor is there any need, that we 
ſhould delay by recounting theſe things. 

But you muſt note that the dryneſs of your E- 
puloticks is. to be moderated, as the Part you 
deal with requires, as it 1s more lax, moiſt and ſoft, 
or dry, and of little Fleſh. Thus have I often in 
little Ulcers of one of the outer Coats of the Eye, 
which is called ( Twurica cornea) uſed very fine 
Powder of Pearls, with great ſucceſs ; and Cana 
Sugar blown into it - uſing alſo the fat of Vipers 
which is moſt approved of. So in Ulcers of the 
Lips, a light application of Spirit of Salt gives 
ſpeedy, relief. 

You are to note a further diſtintion from the 
effe(t, that ſome Scars are fair, others deformed. 
That we may avoid deformity, and make the Scar 
little and neat, we muſt make the Fleſh equal to 
the Skin, or at leaſt. leave it to exceed, but very 
little 3 but here /poorthers are praper, which cor- 
ret the hardneſs, if too much ; and ſometimes 
mend the Matter. after the Scar is made. So thoſe

And fo the Ex- 
ternal are of the ſame kind with Epuloticks, which

The Indicant 


Is Ambuſtion, or burning of the Parts; and 'tis 
various. 1. In reſpeCt of the Xarrer, as when *tis 
done with hot Water , Gun-Powder, Oyl, Lead, 
or other firy things. 2. In reſpe&t of Degrees, as 
the fir, which is only Heat or an Inflammation 
the ſecond, when the burning is with Bladders and 
Puſtles ; the third, either, when the Skin it ſelf falls 
off, as by moiſt hot things, or is corrugated, and 
grows black,asjby hot things that are not moilt: the 
fourth ( which is incurable ) when the Part it ſelf 
is ſo offended, that ic muſt be taken off Accord- 
ingly the Cure muſt vary, and choice is to be 
made of Medicaments.

the ſecond and third degree the Parts are' to be

In general the Medicaments againſt Burnings are 
of two kinds; for they are either applyed 70 rake 
away the Empyreum( or fire as we call it ) as thoſe 
things which are of thin Parts, and hor themſelves, 
which ar leaft in the beginning, or firſt degree of 
burnings do take place, ſuch are Garlick, Onions, 
and their Juice, Salt, Camphire, Quick-lime,Myrrh, 
Oyl of Wax, &c.

\Y TE have elſewhere diſcuſſed the Queſtion , 
Whether there were any ſpecifics, Alteratives ! 
which we ſhall not repeat in this place. Cepha- 
licks and particular Alteratives take their name 
from the Parts they are appropriated to, tho they 
do good to others; but they conduce more to 
ſome Parts than others; ſo that Hippocrates 1. de 
. arte,” ſays that the way of all Diſeaſes is the ſame, 
but their place makes a difference : nor doth it 
make any thing to the contrary, that all Parts are 
nouriſhed by the Blood, for all Parts do not re- 
ceive it alike ; ſo that they are Cephalicks, as ſome 
would have irt,.- that draw the force of the Medica- 
ment to the Head, but rather thoſe the reſpect the 

Head, and ſtrengthen its natural Heat. 
Whence note, 1. That Alteratives and Confor- 
tatives

The Merr- 
branes and Nerves, ahd their irtitation, tenſtorf and 
vellication, which are convenient in Head-aches, 
Epilepſies, Treniblings , and convulſive Motions 3 
whether they be diſcurients of demnlcents by their

So to heat or dry tos much is never ſafe, for 
thus the Spirits are made furiqus, the Pores dilated, 
which they muſt abſerye moſt of all, that labour to 

ain a Memory by the uſe of the Anacardine Con- 
feCtion, and other hot things, as Hofman reports 
ſome to have run mad by this means; for in exceſs 
that Verſe of Horace is very true.

Thos Heurnizs captions, that we ſhould fparing- 
ly uſe manifeſt AſtrÞhgents, ( eſpecially in Topicks) 
but ſome warm things mult be added, that others 
may penetrate the better. | 

You muſt therefore #lter, but with Mediocrity, 
and the temper of the Brain is to be preſerved, as 
w1ll more fully appear from what follows, 

2. Where the Brain 1s full of moiſture, neither Moiſi- 
ners, nor Melters, nor thoſe that are hot things are to 
be uſed in Catarrhs, Hence Lotions of the Head, 
and Baths are to be ſhunned ; for ſfoine have loſt 
their ſmelling by thoſe means. So thoſe, that in- 
ternally or externally to the fide of the Head in 
Catarrhs do uſe hot things, as Oyl of yo do 
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often, as it were, melt the Matter, and cauſe Fea- 
vers, and other grievous Symptoms. 

3. Salt things whether alcaline, nitrous or acid are 
not convenient in Catarrhs, for they make the Serum 
more fluid, ſo that it may affe&t the noble Parts, 
which ts true alſo of other Pats. | 

4. The Topicks, that are for the Nerves, are to be 
applyed to the Back-bones : for the Nerves take their 
original from the Marrow of the Back-bone, which 
chiefly holds true in Palſies, Epilepſies, &c. there- 
fore many do err, that apply them to the Part af- 
feted, when they belong- property to the Nerves, 
of _ Galen doth ſomewhere give an elegant ex- 
ample. 

2 Acids are convenient where the Pores are too 
much filled, or the Spirits and Humors be furious and 
out of order, as in fleepy Diſtempers, in Madneſs, &c. 
but are not ſo where the Nerves and Membranes are 
amiſs, as in the Palſie ; and fo in great Watchinhgs 
they are to be avoided. 

6. Theſe ( as all other Specificks ) are more con-. 
venijent, and eſpecially proper, when the Head is of it 

ſelf eſſentially affeted, but leſs proper when the Head 
is affeted by conſent. For the rule doth not hold 
ablolutely, che Head is affeited, therefore Cephalicks 
are to be given, or the Stomach is affefted, therefore 
ftomachicalls are to be uſed. 

7. Vegetables have more the title of Specificks, and 
chiefly the hot ones ; and Minerals are accounted more 
untver ſal. 

8. As there is a great conſent of the Head, $t6- 
mach and Womb: ſo in Dittempers of any of them you 
muſt have reſpett to the other : and hence alſo ir is, 
that Cephalicks are Uterines,and warm Stomachicks 
are Cephalicks, torjthe moſt part.

common with thoſe above-named,' or Ab5tergents, 
either ſor:ewhat biting, as fats, of which the fat of 
Vipers excels, Rne, white Vitriol, &c. or 4aque- 
045, as deſtilled Waters ; or rerreow, as prepared 
Pearl, Iriſh Slate-prepared, the: Magiſtery of the 
Sugar of Lead, &c. which beſides in the blood-ſhot, 
are good in Puſtules and Excreſcencies, againſt 
things that grow to, or over the Eye, Ulcers, &c.

[reſtore them; internal' and external, which are of 
vie In the: Diſeaſe called gurra ſereaa, in weakneſs 
of the Sight from Contutions, Blows, and an in- 
trinfick. Faplt; . or-if the morion of the Eye be hurt, 
as in Palſies, &c. and theſe ſcarce differ from Ce- 
phalicks but are the ſame, eſpecially thoſe, that are 
of tenaious 'Parts and volatile-; as the volatile Salt 
of Vipers, the internal'uſe of which, Severin doth 
much commend ; the reſt, as Afrimgents, YVulnera- 
ries, &c, are the ſame with others, and to he re- 
ferred hither. Veſicatories are alfo common Revul- 
liores, which are very efficacious in Diſtempers of 
the Eyes. ,

As to the way of uſing them, and Cautions: 


You muſt note, that the Eyes are not to be cured 
without the Head, nor the Head without the whole Bo- 
dy. For it is impoſlible, if the whole be out of 
Order, that any Part ſhould be well ; Thus in ca- 
ſes of the Eyes, Purgers among other things are 
convenient, eſpecially where the Humors are pec- 
cant, and betake themſelves to the Eyes. 

2. Repellents have place, moſtly when the Head is 
parged, eſpecially inthe more grievous Inflammati- 
ons of the Eye. 3. Avoid 
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3: Avoid ſuppurating things in Diſtempers. of the 
Eyes, ther nul Emollients ym not promiſcuonſly 
to be uſed, eſpecially in an Ophthalmic, which I 
have known to come to ſuppuration in a certain Ba- 
ker. Re | 

4- Opiates are to be uſed very warily, not with that 
« ſuperſtition which the Ancients had ,. that they 
would take away the ſenſe of the Part ; but becauſe 
they hurt by their Acrimony, nor do they caſe the 
Pain, but put the Spirits to flight. 

5. The Eyes will bear things ſomewhat acrimonious. 
So Platerus obſerves that one uſed Sublimate inſtead 
of Sugar without any.hurt. And I have known the 
Spirit of Vitriol dropped into the Eye;by a miſtake 
without any harm done, beſides the preſent and - 
flying Pain. 

6. The Eyes delight in mucilaginons things, but mt 
in clammy; for theſe cauſe Pain, but the other be- 
ing conformable to the temperament do pleaſe, de- 
fend, alter, and give eaſe. | | 

7. Sneexers are to be avoided in Caſes of the Eyes, 
leſt they cauſe a greater Flux. 
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Of Oticks ( or Ear-Medicaments.) 


Hey are otherwiſe called corroboratives of the 
hearing, and they reſpe-t, | 
Either the Ways and Paſſages, as the ordinary 
Cavities obſtruCted, that the Sound cannot be ad- 
mitted , and theſe are Vices of Conformation : 
thoſe things, that help- ( beſides Chirurgery and 


- manual Operation with Inſtruments) are cleanſers, 


eaſers and openers ; as of Niter, the Galls of living 
Creatures, Oyls of bitter Almonds , Juice of Oni- 
ons, &c. and things made up of theſe, as Fumiga- 
tions, and other things of tenuious Parts - which 
is alſo to be obſerved in the Caſes we- ſhall ſpeak 
of, that the way may be free, and the external Air 
may paſs without Impediment. | 

Or the ſenſe it ſelf, which the Nerve of the fifth

Or the Humors, that flow to the Ears, whether 
they vellicate the membranous Parts by their Acr;- 
mony, and ſo produce great Pains, and then kind 
Paregorick; (or pain-eaſers )are of uſe, as flowers of 
Chamomil, of Peaches, a fomentation of Milk, &c. 
or are corrupted, burned, puralent, or to a baſe icho- 
reus Matter or bloody, and come forth now and 
then; and then gentle drzer- are proper ; for as by 
the example, of a muſical Inſtrument the moiſter 
ſounds worſt; ſo doth the Tympane, when 'tis 0- 
ver-moiſt or relaxed ; therefore we -muſt by all 
means ſtudy to preſerve the Tone of fo delicate a 
Part-: and detergents to which alſo appertain anthel- 
minthicks ( or worm-killers ) eſpecially the bitcer, 
which give eaſe alſo in-the pain of the Ear, inPu- 
rulencies and noiſes of the Fars. 

And” ſometimes the Humors are critically thruft 
into the Ears, and ſtagnate there, and hurt the hear- 
ing, which happen 1n ſeveral Cafes, and in the de- 
clination of malignant Fevers, which is a good

I. Some may be put in in few Drops, if eſpecially the 
force be weakened, as carminative Oyls with Oyl: 

2: Some raken into Cotron may 
be put in, as Oyl of Aniſeed, &c. 3. Some are al- 
rogether to be ſhun'd, or to be mingled very ſparingly 


with other things, as'Oyl of Amber; Juniper, and o- , 


ther very hot Oyls, We have known violent Pains 
to have followed both thoſe Oyls. 


9. Maſticartories in the uſe of Oticks are not to be.

So that they err, and do much harm 
who endeavour to open Obſtru:tions by Acids, 
Volatiles, and opening Decoftions, which is alſo 
true of Purgatives; therefore where the Pores 
are obſtructed, you muſt indeed open, but ſo, 
that, we do net do it impetuouſly, and hurt Nature;

For as the 
auſtere and acid Humors, or the lixivial and vola- 
tile, or a middle ſort ( which chiefly cauſe colli- 
quative Sweats ) or the flimyneſs of the Blood be 
in fault, ſo the application of theſe varies, ſo that 
if any one ſhould proceed by an inverted order, 
and promiſcuouſly, he will only heap more 
«32S upon the ſick Perſon, than he takes 
off. 

2. Yolatiles, as wel antiſcorbuticks, as others, do 
often hurt the ſplenetick, yea and the ſcorbutick too ; it 
appeats from what has been ſaid before, for if the 
hypochondriacal Perſon bas his Blood fall of lixi- 
vial and alkaline Particles, if his Serum. be flyx- 
ile and volatile, they are not convenient ; hence 
the promiſcuous nvſe of antiſcorbuticks is an er- 
ror. We have ſeen from Spirit of Scurvy-graſs, 
which was uſed for the extraCtion of other aperi- 
tives, as of Steel, &c. ſad Effects and Commoti- 
ons hardly to be allayed ; as preternacural Heat, 
Watchings, &c. | 

But Acids are often convenient, ſo that it cannot 
be abſolutely ſaid , that one is hypochondriaca!, 
therefore Acids are to be avoided. Hitherto ap- 
pertains Lipſins's commendation of Spirit of Vi- 
triol, for he, when becauſe of his ſedentary life, 
he had contratted a great ſhimyneſs of the Blood, 
inſomuch that he threw up vitreous Phlegm, ufed 
the Vinegar of Vitriol with good ſucceſs.

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4. Hence it is, that temperate things, abſorbents, 
and ditutents are commodioufly. given ro'them ; Ser- 
wvius ſays; that- he often 'did more effeftually 
apply himſelf to the hypochondriacal with col 
ing, than heating. things, as with Whey, [Mine- 
ral Waters, &c. - becauſe they: teriper the Heat 
of the Liver and hypochondria. So that theſe are 
not to be uſed without ative things, nor thoſe 
without temperate things. You muſt ſee, that 
the Serum is neither deficient nor abounding with 
falt Particles. 

5. The Spleen requires Stronger Aperizzves, than 
the Liver , *tis Galer's aſſertion, which althoogh 
e<Hercatus oppoſes it, and grants it true only 
of the external uſe; yet 'tis true as to the 
third and firſt Claſs, where the Blood or Spi- 
rits are fixed, or where ſlimyneſs doth predominate; 
hence Spirit of ſalt Armoniack is very good for 
the hypochondriacal. Þ 
6. Sweet things hurt the Spleen, the moſt anci- 
ent Pythagoras 1s author of it, which Hemurnins 
borrows from - himy for when one told Pythagora:, 
that he mocked him too much, Py:hagoras anlwe- 
ted, That biting and bitter things were good for the 
ſplenerick, and ſweee things hurt them ; ſo Oftavi- 
us Horatianus lays, that Rienerical People had bet« 
ter abſtain from ſweet things, becauſe they increaſe 
the ſlimyneſs- of the Blood, and are near acidity.

into the Kidneys, as chiefly turpencines, which give 
a violet ſme}l to the Urin , which is an evident 
ſign of their vertue ſent ſo far ; fo Juniper-berries,

3. Saline reſolvents, as cutting and deterpent 4- 
cids, as acidum tartari , acid mitieral Spirits, as

1. The Womb is pleaſed with ſweet things, *tis. a 
rule of many Prattitiones, aud much praiſed by 
Heurnzus, But it is not to be-underſtood of thoſe, 
that are abſolutely aftually ſuch, which indeed 
have a great eſteem, where the fermentation of 
the Blood js to be reſtored, becauſe they promote 
its torgency, ſo externally in danger of miſcarri- 
age or abortion, Honey with Spazyh Wine _ 
Bread is uſed ; yet where the Blood 1s to be bridled, 
as in immoderate fluxes of the..Menſes, and ſuch 
like, they rather do harm; ſo ſweet, ſugared and 
honyed things offend the hyſterical, raiſe Tumults, 
recal Simptomes, and exaſperate ; hence appears 
the true manner of uſing ſweet things. 

2: Acitls therefore and ſweet things are not always 
r0 be avoided, nor to be promiſcuouſly uſed; this holds

-Thoſe Acids 'which are alſo ſulphureons, as the Spt- 
-rits of Salt, Niter, or the Cephalick, Spirit of Vi- 
triol are-:more friendly to 'the Womb ; therefore 
the Byzontine'Syrup, ſimple Oxymel, and that of 
Squills and other Acids hurt the Womb; but 
thoſe ſulphureous Acids may, where need requires, 
be moderately-uſed; it is apparent from diet it 
ſelf, for when a Woman, that has her monthly 
courſes eats'ſharp worn Go other acids, the flux 
ſtops.

Of Preparatives aud Digeſters. » 


Reparatives reſpeft Humors to be evacua- 
ted, and are fo called becauſe they fit 
and diſpoſe them to be expelled. They 
are alſo called digefives becauſe they 
make them pliable by concoCting and maturating 
them. 

They are either irternal which we have not men- 
tioned, and operate much like a chymical dige- 
ſtion by diſpoling and correfting;, or ex- 
ternal of which we have ſpoken before, and al- 
moſt agree with 447 neon, but that they are 
uſed after the Wound is opened. 

Bur that we may have a fuller knowledge of theſe 
things, we will note, | 

1. That all Humors are not ſo eaſily purged, as be- 
ing not ſo fluxile, more thick or viſcid or being 
too fluxile, thin, acrimonious and fharp, &c. ſo thar 
aktho purgatives do ſtimulate Nature, yet the Hu-

ver been uſed, as will further appear by examples. 

We have yet ſomewhat to ſay of the eleCtive 
Powder of Purgers, and how a diſtinction may be 
made between Cholagogues, Phlegmagogues, Me- 
Mary gon and Hydragogues, for *tis neceſſary in 
Practice to make a choice, as well as to Humors to 
be evacuated by them, as the marser of them it ſelf. 

As to the firſt, you may perceive ſome diffe- 
rence from what has bee ſaid, that ſome are more 
convenient than others ; yet if we look more nar- 
rowly, premiſing and granting, that all Humorg 
are evacuated by all purgers, eſpecially the Serum, 
Gholer and Ordure;we ay, 

1. That thoſe, which evacuate Choler , do alſo 
purge Melancholy, ( for Melancholy is never withont 
Choler, either obtunded by Acids, or ſablimed by 
Acrimony )as Senna, Rhuburb,Scammony and Helle- 
bore, & this agreement they have,that Senna & Rhu- 
burb ; Scammony & Hellebore differ only in degrees. 

''2, Thoſe that melt 6r diſſolve Phlegm, ao beſides 
Phlegm evacuate the Serum alſo, granting what we 
haye faid elſewhere, that Pllegm is nothing but

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cngated Serum. Thus Agarick, and Gambogia, 
Mechoacan and Jalap, Coloquintida and Elateri- 
um, do moſt of all differ in degrees. 

Some therefore are milder, ſome ſtronger, ſome 
Irritate more, ſome diſſolve and melt the Humors 
more, ſome do both. ;

Emeticks- nor Purgers are to be given in too lit- 
tle a Doſe, for *tis a ſhame they ſhould not work;

harm Vomits'may do, yet you.are not to neglect 
It.

Of Alexjpharmacks, 


Lexipharmacks in the general acceptati- 
on of the Word are ſuch, as reſiſt Poy- 
ſon and malignity : tho alexirerials ate 
ſtated againſt the biting of venemous 
Beaſts, and alexipharmacks againſt Pby ſons and de- 
leterial Medicaments ; yet they ate uſed now pro- 
miſcuouſly. They are ſpeciouſly called Bezoardicks 
from the Bezoar ſtone, inſomuch, that Medica- 
ments, that have not the ſtone in them are ſo cal= 
led, becauſe of the vertue that they poſſeſs 3 they 
are alſo called antidores, altho this word belongs 
more to ſome ſpecial Alexiphiarmacks. 

That we may ſpeak of therr way of Aiing'in out 
wonted method, let us ſuppoſe. | 

1. That Poiſons do violently oppoſe naturul Heat, 
or the frame and texture of the Blood and Serim, and - 
their intimate mixture. | 

2. That Poiſons do not ſo much aft with occile 
Qualities, as with manifeſt ; yea according to this 

A ſzppos 
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ſippoſition ; as they more or leſs cauſe a reſolati- 
On of the Blood in a violent manner, according 
to the degrees of their energy. _. 
Hence many errours crept into Phyfick, while 
they reſted in occult Qualities, and conſidered no 
farther; not enquiring into the Nature of Poiſons, 
or the aCtivity, or vertue of alexipharmacks, which 
hitherto have been thought to act by an occult 
way , hence proceed thoſe many praiſes of the 
Bezoar ſtone, as if it ſabducd all Poiſons promiſ. 
cuouſfly, and that which had not this great power 
hey rejected as nor genuine, but eſteemed it as 
fountrki and falſe, irom which indeed you may 
e convinced,that there never was 4 true one. Ihe 
reaſon is the ſame of the true Vnicorns-horn, &c, 
Alexipharmacks, or in a more uſual term now-4- 
days Bezoardicks, are, 
..'T; Sach as reſiſt putrefattion, and keep rhe Sul- 
phur of the Blood, and its oyly Parts entire, leaſt. it 
curn vappid, and that either by vigorizing the Blood, 
2s yolatiles, bitter things, ofly aromaricks and bal- 
famck,, ſuch are AnEeE, Carline Thiſtte, Ze- 
doary, Myrrh, natural Balſam, Juniper Berries, and 
many other3 - acrimonious prrgent volatiles, ſalphy- 
requs and (Aline, as Garlick, the ruſticks Treacle, 
.Camphire, &c. hitherto appertain Spirit of Harts- 
orn, Ivory, Heniſis his peſtilential Oyt, &c. or 
by concentrating, and alſo penetrating, ſuch are @- 
cids ,, Citron, Juice, Vinegar, Bezoardick Vine- 
- gar, &c. ad theſe are moſt convenient in epide- 
mical Diſeaſes ariſing from great Putr -faQtion, as 
the Rench of Carcaſles, the Fevers of child-hear- 
ing Women, #c. Hoth to preſerve 2nd cure ; fo 
alſo a.the biting of a mad Dog, of *pider:, &c. 

-2. ,Or ſuch as hinder the Blood to tur: ichorous, 
reſiſt-too much reſolution and rarefaition and. there- 
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fore reſpect the individual tye and conjunction of 
the Blood and Serum, whether they be auſtere, rough 
Aſtringeats, as Tormentil, Biſtort, &c. which are 
not convenient to thoſe that are coſtive - or mucila- 
Zinous, as Harts-horn philoſophically prepared, 
gelly of the ſame, root of Viper-graſs, and its ex- 
fratt, &c. and of the terreous, terra ſigillata, lem- 
nia and Bole-Armenack : or rerreous abſorbents and 
precipitarives of the reſolving Ferment', as burnt 
Harts-horn, Unicornu foſſile, the oriental and oc- 
cidental Bezoar , the Bezoardicks of Chymilts, 
which certainly have not a peculiar alexipharmack 
yertue, but a power of abſorbing and ſeparating 3 
therefore you muſt not always truſt them or acrds 
which obtund the Sulphur of the 'Blood; as 'the a- 
cid Spirits, Clyſſas of Antimony ſulphurated,"vo- 
latile Spirit of Salt, of Niter, &c. or opjates yhjch 
deſerve, at leaſt joyned with other things; to*b& 
accounted Bezoardicks ; if rightly giyen,*and in 
due'time, they preſerve the tye of the Blood" and 
Serum - ſo thar Treacle without Opinm doth not 
cauſe Sweat, nor doth it anſwer the intent; and 
theſe as in other caſes are excellent in the Engliſh 
Sweat, Epidemical malignant Diſentery , 2nd ©6- 
ther malignant Diſeaſes, where the Heat: is 
great. TH23.,97 
© 3Z.- Or ſuch as increaſe the Serum and its Motion, 
and hinder its coagulation, and ( if I may ſo fay 
tncofton. Snch are, beſides thoſe mentioned be- 
fore, thoſe that make it fluxile, as ſaline things and 
nitrous things ;, as the volatile urinous, mercurials, 
native Cinnabar, and Cinnabar of Antimony, fix- 
ed diaphoretick Mercury, &c. Therefore note it 
as a Rule, where in malignant Fevers, the Serum 
is as it were coagulated, and ſo no Sweat can be 
obtained ; but all are burnt up, then Cinnabarines 
Q 3 wiſely 
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wiſely joyned with Bezoardicks will moſt of all 
conduce to render it fluxile ; but if- the Blood is 
$00 much diſſolved and inclined to be .ichorous, 
they are to be ſhun'd; nor are they ſafe even in the 
convulſive Motions which follow ; hence you may 
ſee the great difference in theſe things. Or thoſe 
that increaſe the Quantity, or reſtore the Subſtance 
and dilute the Serum, as deſtilled Waters, DecoCti- 
ons, Potions, Infuſions, Emulſions, which are very 
good in malignant Diſeaſes for that. purpoſe; for, 
if yau do not reſtore the Serum by good quanti- 
ties of maiſture, you do nothing, and ſleep cannot 
be gained; but it is neceſſary, that from continued 
watchings, Phrenſies , convulſive Motions, &c. 
ſhould ariſe. | 

- Theſe are good, againſt Poiſons in general, 
whether drank ' up or communicated, by fortify- 
ing the Heart, and preſerving the Tone of the 
Blood ; and in Peſtilences, malignant Fevers, in the 
peſtilential Hungarian Fever, in ſpotted Fevers, | 
and thoſe of child-bearing Wom-n, in the Small- 
Pox and Meaſles, and ſuch like contagious ill-na- 
tured Diſeaſes. 

Some alexipharmacks are u1iverſal or common, as 
reſiſting the univerſal Cauſe, in which all Poiſons 
agree; ſome are particular antidotes , which are 
good againſt ſome particular Poiſons, of which we 
ſhall ſay ſomething. As to,

Many things are to be faid by way of "Cauti- 
ons. | 

1. There js x0 alexipharmack, that is good againſt 
gl Poiſons in all Points. So-that you muſt not truſt

rience, the polychreſtons, or general, are of three 
ſorts, in a liquid form, as the bezoardick Tinftere, 
which. a good Phyſician muſt not want ; .in a mid- 
dle form ; as Treacle, eHithridate, and ſuch like 
Electnaries; as Orvietanum, &Cc. and rej.Ct not pro- 
ved things, for. being flovenly made up of many 
Ingredients ; in a folid form, as bezoard ck Pow- 
ders 3 but there muſt be great care in the exhibi- 
ting. :

3. There is more need of volatiles in the beginning, 
to penetrate and diſcuſs, and where the maligni- 
ty is great, and Nature ceaſes to expel"the Spots, 
Small-Pox, Meaſles, &c. and- they ſtrike. in with 
Cifficulty of breathing, Anxieties, &c. but 1 the 
progreſs you may uſe more fixed things, where there 
is need of precipitation and alteration, and about 
the {tate and declination ; but the prudent Phyſici- 
an.is to conſider.

4. When the Blood of teeming Women, Inf ants and 
weak People is inclined to be ichorous, more temperate

So that neither hot things alone, nor temperate 
things, nor only Sweat will ſuffice, which cauſes 
the vulgar to err, who think, that with Powder 
of Card us benediftus, or Harts-horn the whole 
baſineſs may be effeted, and ſo do Phyſicians err, 
that weary their Patients with continued Sweats :

' #7. It is better 16 abſtain from Medicaments ſuſpe- 
fed, or at leaſt not 4 them alone, as Nax vomica, 
roots af Leopards-bane, tho very uſefal for the 
Vertigo; for 'tis better to uſe the ſelect and cer- 
tain, than to run the hazard of the contrary.

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Of ſpecial Antidotes.

Here are few- ſpecial Poiſons with us, they are 
A cither the bitings of venemous Beaſts, as of 
T=_ Viper, mad Dog, &c. or hy error or trea- 
chery drank, -or- taken down at the Mouth, either 
out of vegetables or minerals. | 

In general obſerve, that when the ſpecial Poj- 
ſon is not know, you muſt make uſe of the general 
Antidotes'; but if it be known, you mult beſides 
univefſals and-ſtrengtheners of the Heart, and the 
natural Heat, uſe appropriated Specificks. 

You are alſo to note, that there are many lies 
ſpoken of Poiſons, and Antidotes preſcribed which 
were never ſeen, heard of, or preſcribed, or uſed 
before. 

Now there is a Queſtion, Whether every venemous 
Animal doth nat carry his Antidote, and its fleſh heal 
irs biting ? 1hold it not to be true in the general, 
for tho the fat of Vipers, as we know by experi- 
ence, doth mitigate the-bitten place ; and ſo will

be extended to all, for tho tis true, that nothing 

rofits, but may hurt, yet *tis not ſo, that nothing 

urts, but what alſo benefits. © Therefore as to the 
Powder of Vipers and Serpents, we firſt fay, that 
the bitings of Serpents are not ſo very hurtful, and 
ſcarce venemous. For a Serpent is a dull Animal, 
and if any-one will-venture, he may handle them, 
touch them, and kill them, without receiving any 
hurt, and their teeth are very ſmall. But the Vi- 
per ſpreads its Poiſon more ſuddenly, its teeth 
are hooked, which is nat found in Serpents, there- 
fore they hurt the Membranes, and either with 
their cholerick Spittle, or acrimonious valatile Salt 
raiſe a preternatural fermentation. . 

Farther, that the fleſh of Vipers and Serpents 
expel their Poiſon, is not univerſally to be truſted 
to, ejther for cure or preſervation; 'tis better with 
diaphoreticks and alexiterials to hinder a putrefys 
ing Ferment and Afﬀux of Humors , leaſt becauſe 
of the cauſtick volatile Salt communicated with 
the Member and the Blood; the Part may be wor- 
tified and convylfive Motions ariſe. | 

' Nor is: the ſolemn ſappoſition of the vulgar leſs 
falſe, who ſay, that if you take. the Powder of- a 
Serpent or Viper, you fafely- by the alone benefit 
. of that Antidote, handle Serpents without recei- 
ving any harm : and fome have ſadly ſuffered by 
the experiment. - Byt "of this viperine Powder 
Zwelfer, Claſ. 14. append. which you may look tg 
at large, where he eſquires of the fpecial Conſti- 
tution or Idioſyncraſie of ſome People, and of the 
boldneſs and cunning of ſome others, in handling 
the venemous Creatures. --All harm is not taken a= 
way by theſe means; nor are they indeed altoge- 
ther vain, tho of little effect ; and you mult pre- 
| vent 
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vent the corruptive Ferment , more then regard 
the Wound, which nevertheleſs is not to be negle- 
ted ; we have known illaſtrions Perſons much ha- 
zarded by truſting to a viperine Powder, and in 
great danger till they uſed Bezoardicks; you may 
ſee an examplein Grulingius Cent. 1.0b/. 1. 

Therefore I with that vain Opinion may ceaſe, 
and thoſe, that take Vipers are wiſer than Phyſi- 
clans, whom they deceive with falſe ſtories, for 
they ſecure themſelves more by prudence than An- 
tidotes 3 venemons Beaſts are more  venemous. in - 
Spain, Italy, France, &Cc., than with us. _ 

As to vegetable Poiſons, Moxks-hood or Wolfi-. 
bane have the-whotfome -, Helmet flower for an An- 


 tidote ;| Hemlock, and. Henbane, which hurt by their - 


mucilaginouſneſs, 'and immature. fetid Sulphur, - 
are:corretted._ with Vinegar ; and theſe are ſome of. 
the chief Poiſons. among vegetables. . 

Note, that Vinegar. doth corref&t moſt venemous. 
vegetables, as Monks-hood, deadly Night-ſhade,(which 
beſides other Symptomes hinders ſwallowing, ) 
Hellebore, &c. a ſure ſign, that they hurt by a vo- 
latile Salt, and an undigeſted immature Sulphur 
entangled with much mucilage, ſo that being com- 
municated-with the Blood,..or being yetin the Sto- 
mach they obſtru&t the Pores of the Nerves,and vel- 
licate them, deſtroy the Crafis or Texture of the 
Blood, and fo kill. 

But chiefly ſublimated Mercury and Arſenick, and 
other minerals that are kin to them, as Cobal- 
zxm, &c. belong to this place. Theſe all aft by a 
corroſive Quality, ſo that rreacle, which is dedica- 
ted to the bitings of Animals, and invented to 
that yorru will ſcarce do any great matters of 
it ſelf againſt theſe Poiſons. Bur they are as Anti- 


| dotes which are obrunding, aſſwaging and far things, 


as 
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as Butter, Oyl of S_ &c. w_ who o = 
Mercury, an iment try Treacle, line 
themſelves with much tn : or Greer of 
mountain Cryſtal, and the like, which may do ſome 
good in light cafes, for they are vain, if great Do- 
es of the Poiſons be taken, and no yomiting paſ- 
ſed before; nor is it eaſie here to find a proporti- 
on between the agent and patient; nor can Nature 
ſo well aCtuate the Antidote, when the Stomach is 
ſpoiled, and a fatal eſchar or mortification induced.

Diaphoreticks and ſudorificks differ in degree, the 
fr cauſe a tranſpiration of halitnous matter, bar 
ſudorificks do that, and cauſe a ſcnfible Sweat be- 
ſides.

" They operate in diſſolving the Blood, and pro- 
curing a ſeparation of the Blood and Serwn; that

And theſe are proper in all Influxes of the Blood 
and Serum, in Inflammations of the Pleura, Defluxi- 
ons, upon the Joynts, &c. therefore they are good 

In the Pleuriſie, which is ofren ſubdued by one e- 
. minent ſudorifick, in the Joynt-Gout , which is 
moſt of a}l helped with ſuch Sweats, in Tumors of 
the Groins, of the Tonſils, Arm-pits, and the like, 
in Lipothymies, Faintings, Syncopes both hiſteri- 
cal and otherwiſe, and upon the ceaſing of the cx- 
pulſion of the Small-Pox, and Fever ſpots of all 
kinds, &c -

3. Or by inciding and dividing the Serum, that js, 
coagalating, and by this alſo promoting the fermenta- 
tion. Acids do chiefly . perform this, and alkalrres 
alſo, after their manner;'thus Yinegar, -as well as 
other Acids are added to ſudorificks, 'tis no ſlight 
obſervation, that ſulphureous Medicaments work 
more readily by the addition of Acids, and do. more 
procure - Sweat, than when alone : let. the ſimple

Acids hin- 
er this in taming the Sulphur, and hindering as 
much as lies in them, its rarefaction and promote 
a ſecretion of the ſerous Humor, and by rhat means 
make it more capable to evaporate. - 
Therefore theſe, and diaphoreticks of the firſt Claſs 
are convenient in many Feyers both continued, ard 


intermitting according as they are indicated, but - 


eſpecially in the Pox, Scuryy, Elephantiafie, and 
ſuch like, where the more glutinous' Blood does 
cauſe the greateſt Symptoms and heavineſs, and 
Pain of the Limbs. Thoſe of this Claſs do moſt- 
ty take away the grumouſneſs of the Blood, ſo that 
the ſimple mixture is not to be deſpiſed in palpits- 
tions of the Heart,in the Itch and many other Caſes. 
In a word - in all caſes where the Quality and 
Motion of- the Blood is vitiated by exceſs, Ebul- 
litions, Deſpumations, &c. diaphoreticks are all 
in all, they reſtore and depreſs the Ferment.

Hence diure- 
ticks do in general reſpect the fuſion of the Blood, 
but in particular they act, 

Either by cleanſing, as, I. The aqueous. and liquid ; 
for you know much drink will cauſe Urine, ſo that 
all are diureticks which are aqueous, and ſubſtantial» 
ly increaſe the Serum, and by great uſe and ſecre- 

tion they provoke much Urine, eſpecially if not 
crude; -and not altogether bereaved of a faline ſti- 
mulativey hence Wine is ſaid to be diuretick, 
Whey, mineral Waters, Baths, which have the 
Salt explicated. So aqueous things are the mw 

cles, 
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cles; and haye the chief place- where the Serum is 
defective,” as in. Fevers, or - when it: ſtagnates, or 
whete- being coagulated 'ir wants abſterſion, and a 
Vehicle ;-ſo that in the Stone, and ſappreſſion of 
Urine, _'tis -not meer drivers - forward, but: thoſe 
alſo, that afford ſuch a Vehicle, are- convenient ;

The wateriſh, mucilaginous, and other tem- 
perate things, either alone; or joined with terreous 
Parts with much of faline virtue , as Marſh-mal- 
low roots, Mallows, :Liquorice , Sowthiſtle root, 
Caſlia, Strawberries, the four-greater cold ſeeds,Zc. 
and Emulſions, Waters, Powders, and ſuch. like 
prepared, and made of thoſe things ; theſe allay 
Acrimony, they eaſe and aſlwage pain, as in the 
Strangury, the Stone, Obſtruftions of the Bow- 
els, &c; they'do much good. - - ; 

Nor doth-.it make againſt us, that theſe are im- 
properly called cold, for in reſpeCt of other - things, 
they may well be called and diſtinguiſhed fo, for 
this 1s certain; 1. That hot things, volatile things, 
do often want theſe as a Vehicle, and without them 
do injuriouſly ſtimulate the Kidneys. 2. They axe 
power ful enough by their abſterſion, and improving the 
uſe of the Kidneys by the cuſtom of them. Scaliger 
touches upon this matter, and truly. ſays, that all 
hery Humids do not provoke Urin - ſo Sowthiſtle 
root, as he ſays, doth wonderfully proyoke Urine-: 
ſo decoction of Noli me tangere ( or codded arſ- 
mart ) doth ſo cauſe Urin, that it may. cauſe'a Dia- 
betes ; as Camerarins and Geſner. atteſt : ſo have 
we obſerved a Diabetes , cauſed by the Juice. of 
Birch, which was fatal by the reſolution of the 
Blood.

As well by ſalines and mercurials, as volatile Salts, 
chiefly the volatile Salt of Amber, urinous Spirits, 
the volatile Salt of Tartar and others, whence you 
may ſee the agreement of diaphoreticks and diu- 
reticks ; or fixed of all kinds, or akkgline Salts; ſo 
lixivials are very diuretick, as lixivium benedi- 
&um Mynſichti, Salt of reſt Harrow, Salt. of Toads, 
Tinfture of Taftar, of Flints, &c. 

+ And indeed Salt js the chief diurerick,, as Chy- 
miſts do well affirm; to this place appertain Can- 
tharides, which have an acrimonious cauſtick Salt, 
by which means they are ſuch great diureticks , 
and mightily ſtimulate the Kidneys and Bladder ; 
yea ſometime erode them, and cauſe bloody Urin : 
. hither refer all Plants, that have a reſolving fa- 
line mercurial force, as China root. Or terreous 
alkalines, as Crabs-eyes, the chief among diureticks, 
the _ itick Stone, and other lithontripticks ; 
Or acids, as the acid Spirits of Sea Salt, Vitri- 
el, &c. and theſe correct and diſſolve the gy 
| ating 
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lating Serum, ſo that it is of theſe in general, that 
we ſaid( among other things.) that whatſoever did 
liquifie Phlegm did cauſe Urin; for the Phlegm it 
ſelf is nothing elſe, but coagulated Serum ;-but 
nitroxs things do this moſt of all, as Sal prunellz, 
arcan. duph. Mynſ. &c. or a middle ſort, as Tartar 
vitriolated ; for as Urin participates of all theſe, 
ſo *tis promoted by them all. 

As alſo ſulphureous things, which have much of 
ojly volatile Salt, for theſe get into the Blood ve- 
ry nimbly, open and penetrate by their tenuity, 
ſtimulate the Kidneys by their heat, and by their 
ſaline virtue cauſe abundant Urin, and the Urin 
has a violent ſcent from the Salt reſolved and ex- 
panded ; all fimples participating of this principle 
belong to this place ; chiefly all eurpentines; in 
ſubſtance, as in Pills; in'beaſtings, or with Waters, 
Oyland Spirits have an attenuating and ſecretive 
force. 

So oyly things tho \immerſed in terrtous Parti- 
cles, as Acorns, Date-ſtones; Peach-ſtones, &c. bg- 
long to this place. 

Or laſtly by opening the. Paſſages and reſolving 1 
and that either of themſelves, as ( beſides thoſe in 
the firſt Claſs, ) all opening things and deoppila- 
tives; ſo that as it is certain, that djwrcricks arg the 
beſt openers; ſo on the other ſide openers are the beſt 
diureticks. And this the aqueous, ſaline and oyly 
joined together, do perfarm by relaxing and open- 
ing the Pores, and qualifying eroded Parts : or by 
accident, as purgers have a great diuretick virtue, 
not only becauſe they cauſe a Fuſion in the Blood ; 
and fo by reaſon of their ſaline ſtimulative yirtue 
are highly convenient to be joined with Purgers ; 
but alſo becauſe of the conſent of the right Gut

- Burt ſeeing, that only two generals are here to 
be obſerved, the Humor it - ſelf, which flows, - ( or 
the Blood ) .and che Paſſages by which- it flows, not 
neglecting the Archeus which meaſures the Moti- 
ons of the Heavens by this:lunary tribute - there- 
ma.

They reſpect either ,the ways, which ſhould be 
free-in the Microcoſmical republick ; ſuch are all 
aperitives taken in large Doſes, except the acid, 
and nitrous, which are contrary to'another inten- 
tion, unleſs they be given under the dominion of 0- 
ther 'things to help their action: ſo that hitherto 
appertains out of ſpleneticks, all cxtting, attenua- 
tmg and opening things ;, . chiefly Infuſrons, Deco- 
ons, - Potions, to render the Humors fluxile : 
therefore the opening roots in decoctions, and 0- 
ther ſupplying things externally, as baths, which by 
their kind warmth and moiſtening: faculty do 'o- 
pen 'very much, belong to this place; and what 
tenuity of Parts does- internally, theſe eminently 
perform externally. - So alſo fumigations, and ſuch 
as draw away the ſlimy filth, do free the Pores, 
and open them; and have place in barrenneſs, de- 
feft of the Menſes, Paleneſles, Reſtagnations and 
the Symptomes that follow them } as Timens in his 
Counſels adviſes to take the fumigation of a colo- 
qnintidaApple into theWomb, which doth well ſuc- 
ceed ; eſpecially after bathing. So that Emmena- 
gogues are nothing elſe but ſpecifick uterine ape- 
ritives. 

Or they reſpeCt the Blood it felf ; for as the Blood 
is, ſo are Menſes, and as the Menſes are, fo is the 
health. For as to the eruption of the Menles 
there is ſome ſtir of the Blood required, or reple- 
tion or fermentation by which ir ſeeks a paſſage, 
which in due time it acquires: ſo Emmenagognes 
are thoſe that reſpect the indiſpoſed 'Blood, in 
oeneral by promoting its motion, but chiefly in per-

in reſpect of their peculiar Temper, when there 
Is no inclination of Nature that way, which fel- 
dom happens; yet I have obſerved itin ſome, which 
did marry, but were barren : or in reſpe& of the 
defe&t of Blood, as in, or after chronical Diſtem- 


pers, Ec. 2. They 
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2. They are not tq be given to teeming Women, for 
ſeveral ' reaſons, nor to Harlots, who | car an 
obſtriftion of the Menſes, when -indeed ' they 'are 
with Child, and a*Decottion of Savin, and ſuch 
like, are vain, unleſs there be ſome inclination ro 
Abortion, yea, and purgers too ; beſides it is againſt 
conſtience z nor are you in'a dubions caſe' to go 
farther than Rteel Medicines and moderate open- 
ers. You are not to give oyer-hot things to teem- 
ing Women leſt they oyer-rareke the Blood for as 
teeming Women by a rarefaCtion and fermentation 
of the Blood, and hot Fevers--do miſcarry ; ſo you 
muſt look, that. you do not cauſe the ſame effect 
by your Medicaments, which is alto the reaſon, that 
purgers are not convenient -for them. | 

3. Unleſs they be given in due tim? they have no ef 
7e&, for in this caſe:you muſt follow the inclinati- 
ons of Nature by helping it, and removing Impe- 
diments when the Archeus dire&s the Motion. - Jn 
this caſe, as to time, two things' are to be noted 
in praCtice; for they have either flown before, or 
not; if chis laſt, then chooſe the time of the conjua- 
tion of the Sun and Moon, for the Moon hag a con- 
ſiderable influence upon Hamors, as being Miſtciſs 
of them, and makes upon the new Moon a flux in 
the microcoſmical ocean of Humane Blood. As to 
theſe times you may read Rwlandus in his pratt; em- 
pire cap.

Thoſe that increaſe Milk are, 


1. Either thoſe which increaſe the Chyle and the ſe- 
rous, and chylous Parts of the Blaod; fuchare only 
alimentary things,, as thoſe that, have. much 'nytri- 
ment, and are eaſily digeſted, as potched. Eggs, 
Almond Milks of Milk, Pine kernels, Rige, and 
the like; plentiful drinking, which- is therefarxe 
wiſely allowed-yo Nurſes - ſo Decoftions of Milk, 
and Milk it ſelf is a great nouriſher of Milk. To 
theſe appertain Cows-udders, which are rather a- 
limentary than medicinal. But alſo meqjcinahrbings, 
which havg oyly Parts mingled with the aqueons, 
which are comformable to Milk and Qbyle, which 
are nothing elſe but oyly Parts ſubſtantially wy 
g 
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gled with watery anes, as the ſeed of Lady-thi- 
tle, Sc. and hitherto appertain other temperate 
things, as Fennel ſeed, Parſnip ſeed, Fennel-flow- 
ries oa -——— bn 5h 
2. Or ſuch as open the Ways and Paſſages, that it 
_ paſs freely ; thus all diaphoreticks:and-ſudori- 
ficks, as Langins ſays, eſpecially if they be kind, 
- and. temperate, haye , that effect ; as abſorbents 
which hinder coagulation, and aſkalines. For Salts 
are the interpreters or reconcilers of Oyls and Wa- 
ter, and therefore they procure the mixture or 
confuſion : ſo the fame Langins commends, as a ſe- 
cxet, the DecoCttion of dryed Flowers of Elder, 
with Cows Milk, as an undoubted Experiment, 
which-we have often. uſed for a Vehicle. So Cry- 
ſtals prepared,Earth-worms prepared,and above all 
lac Lune, are of this kind, of which ſee Geſnerus, 
Bootins, D. D. Major, &c. ſo Perwincle which way 
ſoever taken has a power of incteaſing Milk. 

3. Or ſuch as promote affiux of 'it to the Breafts, 
as Frictions, Fomentations of DecoCtions of Fennel 
ſeed, Dill feed with Milk; &c. and Plaſters, which 
ſome commend. But of all vegetables green Bur- 
net applyed to the Breaſts does excel, which $S5- 
mon Paulus very much extols.

Saxon; for he ſays, 
that the Women of a certain Country, as ſoon as 
they- have loſt vheir- Milk, did uſually fill a Nut 
with Quick-filver, and afterward wax up the whole, 
and hang it about their necks, which certainly re- 
ſtored the Milk again - and then he gives two rea- 
ſons for it, one common, and the other his own : 
the firſt is, that of the Women themſgIves, which 
fay, that the Quick-filver is good againſt Witch- 
craft; by which they eſteemed the Milk to be =. 
Ped © 
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ped - but his reaſon is, that the Quick-ſilvet has. a 
vaporous Nature;'and is of ſach. tenuious Parts, 
that-it may.not only pierce the moſt inward Parts, 
but. alſo diſſolve and digeſt ; rophons.. Flamore. 
Whence he argues; that 1t may ſupply deficient 
-Milk - by attenuating' and cauſing; a; faſjon in the 
thick Blood, which becauſe of; its; groſineſs: and 
viſcidicy could not enter into- the Glandules and 
Breaſts ; this is truely very accurare and curious. 
We Ccare'alſo confirm the experiment having; of- 
ten tryed it with: good effect 3; and this effect is 
rightly attributed-to-Quick-ſilver;z becauſe it makes 
the Humors more -fluxike,/ both;Blood and Serum;

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Coriander ſeed, &c. So cutting things are to be 
mingled with Acids.

They are both Jooſners of the Tenſion and Velli- 
cation of the membranous Parts, but in a far diffe- 
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. Or repid mojſtures, as Baths, Fomentations, and 
Other topicks, which, by their kind, gentle heat, 
do relax and digeſt, and ſo mitigate excellently 4 
thus Baths are beſt in pains gf the Stone, and the 
like ; thus 'tis uſed,and Hippocrates commends it.to 
apply a Bladder full of warm Milk to the ſide of the 
pleuritick,for tho,as ſome ſay,none of the Liquor carl 
penetrate theBladder,yet the kind tepidHeat by.th's 
means long continued doth very much eaſe the Part: 
Or, fat things, which as ſuch do mitigate, unleſs 
ſomewhat may hinder their application. . So the 
common anodine Oyntment conſiſts metely of far 
things; ſo the Yolk of an Egg is rightly placed a- 
mong theſe Anodines. And all Fats agree in this; 
only there is ſome choice to be made. + . ; ,

By digeſtives, or ſuch as have a kind and ſaooti 
power of heating and diſcuſſing, which ſtrengtheit 
the natural Heat, and by relaxing and opeting the 
Pores,cauſe much of the vitious Matter to fly away: 
And theſe are properly called pareyoricks, whether 
they be Bags, Fomentations, Feet-walhes,or ſich like. 
Hitherto in particvlar belong nervines ; Which 
by their balſamick, gentle and. acceptable. virtue 
mitigate and take away ſharpneſs and actimbny:

Or mixr, 
fach is our nervine liniment of the Water of Mag- 
nanimity, the volatile Spirit of ' Earth-worms, of 
Harts-horn, and falt Araioniack all together ; which 
is excellent. 
-- And theſe are convenient in all Pains z but not 
alike, and the ſame way to all Parts. - 
. Thys for Joints and membranous Parts the ſpiri- 
tuogs and digeſtives are beſt; not fat things, but 
emollients are of ſome uſe; ſo emollients are beſt, 
where the ways 2re to be relaxed, as in the Stone 
and -Inflammations, that tend to ſuppuration ; di- 
ives, and the ſpirituous, where you would di[- 
cuſs. ' So repellents may be better uſed to dry and 
fsfe places, as to the head, but not fo well to the 
{fr and moiſt, as the Breaſts - ſee therefore, that 
the latityde of theſe is great, they are to be well 
diſtingaiſhed, and varied according to the diſtem- 
Pers and the Parts, and in this a good Phyſician 
ffers 'from Empiricks, who apply all things ts 
all, without any reſpect, ſo that they generally do 
more hutt than good. 
-*Let us note further. for the explication of

Whence they.imagined, that the Senſe 'of the Parc 
was intercepted, taken away,.and deadned-by the 
applicavionof them ; which is. agatnſt:experience z 
thus Opiam. applyed for twenty: four hours is £5 
far from taking away the Senſe, that it. rather mol- 
lifies. Thus Henbane with Milk doth excellently 
take away ſcorburick pains, of which Drawrius ir 
his Traft of the Scurvy , hath a neat experiment 
but all this is by its mollifying, and digeſting fa- 
culryz ſo the Plaiſter of Henbane doth excellently 
allwage Pain; and not only ſo, but as occafion 1s, 
it diſcuſſes and promotes ſuppuration;; the reaſon 
1s the ſame of Hemlock ; ſo that fome talk vainly,

5. Nowithi arnding, there are ſome anodines which

| Kroy and precipitate. ſharpneſs, and acrimony, as 
in the Gout, Pleurſte, Stone, &c. . 

That we may better know the Way of Aﬀing of 
ſoporiferous things in particular, and narcoticks 
in general, and chiefly of opiates; their virtue 
-conliſts neither in Salt nor Mercury ; but in Sulphur, 
which is (t) kind ; (2) eafily reſoluble, the inflam- 
. mability, oylineſs and ſinell, &c. of Opiam, Saf- 
fron, and the like, make it manifeſt, and ſo doth 
their deſtilled Oyls. We ſay ?ris kind and gentle, 
that we may remove all that have not ſuch Sulphur, 
but an immature, fetid, indigeſted ſort, not bur 
that theſe may cauſe fleep even to death. It is - 
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fo reſoluble, -both is ir ſelf, and in reſpe@ of the 


- Body z in it ſelf, as it is alfo joyned with volatile 
' Salt, as in Opium, Saffron, &c. ſo that they 'are 


ſoon diſſolved in the Stomach and exhaled, and ea- 
fily communicated to the Blood ; *tis known, that 
they diſſolve. in watery Vehicles;as Emulſions, Spi- 
rit of Wine, &c. and there expand their Sulphur, 
and diſſolve and conſequently gain an activity. So 
that in general, narcoticks and hypnoticks have a 
Sulphur more or leſs vaporous and reſolvable, -ei- 
*ther mucilaginous, as in Hemlock ; or aqueous, ei- 
ther ſuperficially ſo, or profoundly, as in Lettuce, 
whoſe ena is ſaid to be fatal, which I will granc 
to be hurtful, tho not deadly ; and it may be per- 
ceived in Night-ſhade, Hemlock, Wine, Ale, &c. 
but it is more purer in ſome than other, as in 
Wine, Saffron, and Emulſions of the cold-ſeeds, in 
which laſt 'tis moſt mixed with moiſture: to which 
Order and Claſs all others may be refer'd, which 
trouble the Spirits, cauſe drunkenneſs by their Va- 
pours, and make Men torpid. pd 
This Sulphur being reſolved in the Body, doth 
diſplay it ſelf in Vapours, which are carried along 
with the ſerous Parts to the Brain, whoſe Pares 
by this means are kindly and ffrongly obſtrutted, 
and ſo ſleep creeps on, not that the Spirits-are. thus 
deſtroyed, poiſoned, made worſe, or extinguiſhed, 
us Lord YVerulam and Wilks will have it, but 
clouded, that they cannot ' move freely and exert 
their Funtions; Therefore as two things are requi- 
red to cauſe ſleep, a gentle Serum, and a mild vapo- 
rous Sulphur immerſed in it, yea even in a natural 
ſtate; 1o ir is as true, as that the Sun ſhines at 
Noon-day, that Opium doth not operate, or be- 
come anodine, or rather narcotick, or cauſe ſleep, 
unleſs there is a due proportion of Serum : ſo that

contented" with little,” and *ris better to give it 
twice well and ſafely, than once amiſs. 

9. The internal uſe is often berter chan the exter- 
zal ; for that is the ſpeedieſt way to attuate it, 
the other remote, leſs ſafe and perfidious. So in 
Tooth-aches you had better take it.inwardly, than 
apply it to the Tooth ; +tho-I hardly believe, what 
ſome ſay, that by this laſt way ſome have killed 
themſelves. So *tis better omit it in Clyſters, e- 
ſpecially ſeeing all Clyſtets are ſtrangers to the 
Guts; nor will pain and acrimony be fo well al- 
lajzed- this way; as the. falſe ſuppolition concern- 
ing Opium: would have it, But otherwife it is ſafelv 
uſed in Plaiſters and Oyntments;hur there the reaſon 
of operating is far different, as we have 1aid before. 

10, Opiates' are not convenient in great weakyeſſes. 
They help indced the wearied, the pained, and re- 
freſh the weak, hat not when weakneſs is extream; 
& they acteletate/death indying Perſons; ſothey are 
not to be uſed when aWoman is near her delivery of 
the Child; for thoſe pajns are 1ather to be promoted 
then ſtop'd. So they are to be uſed very cautiouſly 
in weakneſſes of the Stomach. This is-molt to he 
underſtood of primary Doſes, not of, little ones, 
which are eaſily remedied, and the ſtrength re- 
gained 'and reſtored being repaired by ſleep, the 
pains aſſwaged, and the violence of the Humors. 
eurbed ; on the contrary if the ſtrength being! Cx-: 
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remaining Spirits, then death comes ſpeedi]

Theſe two differ only in degrees; for 
errhines in a larger Doſe become ptarmicks, atid 
ptarmicks in a leſſer Doſe become errhines. 

3. When this ſaline ſtimulative touches the £Mem- 
brane, three things follow. 1. Irritation. 2. Fuſion and 
lignation of Humors, which this ſaline ſtimulative 
doth well perform. 3. Excretion with, or without a 
ſtrong Motion.

The Way of Uſing them. 


Beſides what has been ſaid before, -you are to 
note, that,: ' | > 

1. Errhines are more for the uſe of the Noſtrils, 
and ptarmicks are more uſed for other Parts, Thus 
errhines are moſt in great Runnings, Ulcers and 
Excreſcencies of the Noſtrils, for cleanſing, diſſipa- 
ting and freeing of the Paſſages; but ſternutato- 
ries are not convenient in thoſe caſes, nor where 
there is a diſpoſition to- bleed at Noſe, in which 
caſe ſtanchers of Blood, as Florentine Lack, puff 
Murſhromes, Ink, and ſuch like are uſed as err- 
hines. Therefore we add in general; That when 
there is ſome infirmity in the Noſe, you muſt abſtain 
from ptarmicks. 

2. Sternutatories lighten the Head; the Body be- 
ing evacuated, and the Tcource drained ; for as we 
ſaid before, wnjverſal evacuations are to be en 
14G De! ws 
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that i<Jwhen the Hurhors remain; otherwiſe we have 
reaſon to make haſt. So that in general they are 
not convenient in a great repletion and reſtagna- 
tion of Humors. Therefore in Catarrhs and great 
Defluxions at the Noſe, you had better let them a» 
lone till the declination of the Diſtemper, than 
uſe them in the beginning when all are as yet 
crude. | 

3. Sternutatories excite the Faculty, excern and ſtt- 
mulate : therefore they ate convenient, when the 
Faculty is torpid, dull and heavy, as in the Apo- 
plexy, Letbargy, and ſleepy Diſeaſes. So they 
make the Humors fluxile when they do not paſs 
in ſufficient quantity, bur are ſluggiſh, So they ſti- 
mulate when there is need of ir ; therefore when 
they do not operate 'tis a ſign, that the Faculty is 
deadned, as I have ſeen ſometimes ; for Nature 
doth not any more perceive the ſpur ; this holds 
good in purgers alſo, | 

4 Sternutatories may excite and drive away the E- 
pilepſie, this ſome have found, who, in darkneſs of 
the Eyes, and hardneſs of Hearing, have uſed 
them, till they induced an Epilepſie, as Schenk 
notes ; and they take away the Epilepſie, as they 
lighten the Head, and diſcuſs what is troubleſom, 
Upon this occaſion, I will tell you what I have of- 
ten obſerved in epileptical People , that ſne:zing 
doth ſometimes precede,ſomertimes follow the Epi- 
lepſie - in ſome they hare gone before the Fit tor 
ſome hours, or a day or two, and ofren enongh, 
as.to 20, 3e or 40 times, that they have been for- 
ced to make uſe of warm Water or Milk to miti- 
gate it, the ſad Fit following afterward ; this hap- 
pens, becauſe of the Acrimony that is*thrown pp- 
on the Membranes of the Brain, which by confent. 


moyes and frets the Membranes of the Noſtrils, 
Y and 
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and Natures endeavour to ſhake off its grievan- 
ces. The relicks of the Matter do cauſe ir in 0- 
thers after the Fit, which together with Natures 
endezyour throws out ſome part of the peccact 
Matter; whence it appears what great things Na- 
ture ſuffers in this Diſeaſe, and how provident it 
4s. So a Phyſician muſt endeavour to help Na- 
ture, yet ſo as not to do any harm, for he muſt be 
very careful and.circumſpect in this matter. 1. He 
mult uſe mild ones, for Nature abhorreth violence, 
yea if it be violently impelled of it ſelf, that is, 
againſt its will. 2. Cephalicks which are pleaſant 
and acceptable, fo corroborate the Head; or Ner- 
vines, as the Powder of the Flowers of Lily of 
the Vallies, Caſtor, Amber, &c. 3. If the lick 
Perſon abound with Humors, irritatives may do 
harm. 4. If in the Fit the ſick Perſon is. obſer- 
ved to have a greater loſs of his Functions, than 
he has of convullive Motion, they may be uſed. 

. So they may be uſed to excite in the Fit, or 
Its declination. Theſe things make Celins Aure- 
anus ſay, that ſternutatories are not convenient 
in Epilepſies ; but they are uſeful with ſach cauti- 
ons, as I have laid.down. , 

F- Prarmicks are not convenient for the vertigi- 
ous, The reaſon is almolt the ſame, as it 1s in 
the Epilcphe, for they trouble the Spirits, and 
irritate, ſo that a V?rtigo doth often follow reite- 
rated ſneezings ; ſo that in an eſſential and grievous 
Vertigo, you muſt abſtain from the ſtronger ſort 
at. leaſt, or c1ſe you muſt deal very warily, if you 
uſe them. ; 

6. If the Parts, that concur to ſneezing be amiſi, 
or infirm, you muſt avoid fternutatories. SO that, be- 
ſides what we have ſaid of their troubling the Spi- 
Tits iQ the Epileplie and. Vertigo, they are not con- 
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venient in veneteal ,Pains of the Head , in Fra- 
- ures, and disjointings of the Ribs ; nay,-: nos 

thing is worſe in theſe Caſes than ſneeZing ; ſo in 
Ulcers of the Lungs, ſpitting of Blood, &c, yea 
alſo in great hurts of the Belly; as in the' Navel; 
burſt, &c. for all thoſe Parts are ſhaken, and ſo a 
greater hurt or pain may follow this microcoſmis 
cal lightning. | 

7. They are to be avoided in great hurts of the 
* Eyes: For they are conttaQted in this at, and the 
glandular Veſl:els ſtimulated to excern ; ſo that the 
Eye doth ſhed Tears : and this delicate part can- 
not bear ſuch things 1n ophthalmies, Wounds and 
Pains, 

8. Ptarmicks ſtop a hiccough, not 6nly becauſe of 
the great conſent of the Head with the Brain and 
Lungs ; but alſo becauſe of the diſcuſſion of the 
Vaporous and flatulent Matter, and a compreſſion, 
and calefaCtion of the Fibres ; we have tor this, 
beſides Hippocrates his teſtimony, a neat place in 
Plato in his ſympoſ. pag. 320. & ſeq. when ather 
Remedies were propoſed, as ſtopping the breath, 
the walhing of the Mouth with cold Water, 4ri- 
ſtophanes one of the Gueſts adds, that the hiccouga 
was not ſtopped until they uſed a ſneezing Powder, 
and that it always gave over, as ſoon as the ſneez- 
ing began. — 

9. Ptarmicks help Women to be delivered. What 
Galen ſpeaks of Vomitories, all that is true of ſter- 
nutitories, that they help the birth by a. violent 
compreſſion of the Muſcles of the Belly, and ?tis 
much to he queſtione?, whether ſneezing be not 
more efficacious th2n vomiting. y 

10, Ptarmicks are proper for Humors. For they 
take away the Serum thar ſtays in the fote-part of 
the Head, and promontories of the Brain, and dif- 
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cuſs whatſoever ſticks in thoſe Parts. Therefore 
they are of greater uſe in diſtempers from poſitive | 
caulesthan privative; ſo that they are not ſo con- 
venient in dry, bilious, or melancholy conſtituti- 
ons, as in the phlegmatick, who have much ſerum, 


whoſe coagulation they wonderfully oppoſe.

Of Maſticatories and Salivating things. 


f & $S Nature makes uſe of the Mouth and Palite 
to empty Spittle if it abounds, or is tainted 
with an evil Quality ; ſo the Phyſician doth not 
want thoſe helps, which promote a Flux to the 
Mouth, and ſend out the Lympha or Serum, 

From their vſe they are called maſticatories, 
from their effe&t, Apophlegmatiſms , becauſe they 
bring the Serum to the Mouth, either coagulated, 
( which is called Phlegm ) or fluid : tho theſe, to 
wit, maſticatories and exciters of ſalivation are 
commonly ſpoken of diſtintly, and aſunder, yet 
it ſeems to me more expedient to place them in 
the ſame Claſs, ſeeing more or leſs doth not vary 
A 
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a ſpecies, for both draw and evacuate Humors-and” 
promote fluidity, Motion, and a. paſſing out... :As. 
to the way of Afing, that. it may better appear-:tor 


us, let us preſuppoſe, 


I. That this evacuation is due to the Serum; whe" 
ther you will call it Lympha, Spittle, Phlegm;'ora-«! 


therwile. 


2. That the Glandules are the receptacles of the 5 6 


rum, Wherelt is partly gathered, partly excern- 
ed for the uſes of the Body. But it is extraordina- 
ry and preternatural, when it ſtays there too-long; 
is t00 copious, coagulates or excites a Tumor / - 


3. That in and about "the Month almoſt an infinity | 


of little Glandules, and ſeveral big ones are found. 
Which partly by innumerable Pores open into the 
Mouth, and let down the Liquor, partly by lym- 


phatick Veſſels, which from their nſe are called ' 


{alival Paſſages; from which according to the Qua- 
lity, Quantity, Thinneſs, Tenacity, &c, of the 
Lympha, it flows into the Mouth more or leſs, for 
its proper uſe. 

4. The Mouth ts the general Ciftern ,, which re- 
ceives the Liquor, and diſpenſes it either by ſwal- 
lowing it, that it may become a Menſtruum for the 
Meat, or by ſpitting it out. «+ 

Hence we ſay, that theſe maſticatories or eva- 
cuatives of Spittle do operate; ( 1.) By opening the 
Floppages, and diluting the Pores, that they may gape 
the more, and ſend ont the better what Liquor 
they have in them, and this they do partly by Mo- 
tion, partly by Heat; hence it is that the tumbling 
and toſling of Pebbles in the Mouth, or under the 
Tongue, draws out much Humor. Thus Cryſtal 
in hot Fevers is put into the Month to allay thirſt, 
that with its actual coldneſs it may pleaſe the ſick 
Perſon, and check the Heat, which exhauſts all the 
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Eentlemoiſture ; and alſo invite moiſture into the 
Mouth.” Maſtichr is very convenient for this pur- 
poſe; ar ſtrengthens the Glandules, pleaſes by its 
acceptable ſmell, is fit for Motion, becauſe it is in 
rouid pieces, ſo that we uſe no other than granu- 
lated'Maſtich, which in few hours draws ſeveral 
Qunces, yea a pint'of Spittle: yea whatſoever is 
maſticated doth'by its Motion promote the increaſe 
of: Spittle, if there be any moiſture left. 

-2. | By cauſmg a fuſion, liquation and reſeration of 
theiterous Humors, chiefly thoſe, that lurk about 
the Mouth;,:that they may be more fit for Motion, 
and paſfing forth ; ſuch are* hot things, that have 

ar of Parts, whether they be ſale, as Niter, 
oSal pronellz, 'Niter -antimoniated, and nitrous 
things in general;"for this may be noted as a Rule, 
That all nitrous things,” and all Salts in general do 
make rhe Serum flyxilez'ſo that theſe are nor ſo 
convenient when the'-Serum offends 'by its Mott- 
on. - Or ſulphureous reſmons things, mingled with a- 
crimonious, volatile falines, whether-explicite or 
i0Þplicite, as Tabaco, Pellitory of Spajr, Cubebs, 
Guajacum ; in dry or liquid forms, as DecoCtions, 
ſpirituous things, apoplectick Waters, as in 
ſpeechleſsneſs, &c. + as 7 

- 3. Or by cauſmg a fuſion and moving all the Hu- 


mors 1n the' whole Maſs of Blood, that they may 


ſeek the Mouth, and ſo a paſlage'out ; ſuch are 
«ertwrials given, and uſed ſeveral ways. 

Their way of A&ing in general doth agree with 
the other things, in that they render the Serum 
' flaxile, and invite it to the excretory place, as 
namely the Mouth. But in particular there are 
found in Mercury, ſharp, ſaline Parts, and ſulphure- 
pus, volatile Parts, which being intimately receiv- 
ed are attuated by the Heat, ang acquire as it were 

| | w 
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a Vehicle in the Serum and Lympha, which they 
excite to Motion, liquifie and ſeparate, that by its 
reſtleſsneſs it may find a paſſage out, and finds it 
chiefly in the Mouth, which is ſo full of Glandules, 
and large Pores ; hence Mercury pnrges, and can- 
ſes ſalivation/( which is almoſt ſpecifick and pecu- 
lar to it) while it retains its volatile and vaporous 
Nature; not ſo, if fixed intoa moſt dry Powder ; 
the heat of: the Stomach or exteri2l Members, ( if 
anointed with it ) ſeem to reſolve iome part of its 
vaporous nature and ſubſtance, which aicending by 
degrees excites the ſlow,compact, flagzih Humors 
into motion ; and gently provokes them, which if 
they be once made fluxile enough, they are aſſiſted 
by the heat of all the Intrals, and are expelled; of 
which ſee Majer. de 7. mont. planetar. cap. 1. pag. 82. 
Nor is it to be. wondered at, ſeeing that with a 
gentle heat, that Proteus will freely amalgamatize 
with Metals, joyn with them and coagulate ; why, 
being.communicated to our more gentle vital heat, 
and rubbed againſt the delicate fleſh, ſhould it nor 
penetrate. to' the very Bone ? and having inlinua- 
ted it. ſelf to the Pores manifeſtly ſhow its efficacy. 
Hence mercurial fſalivation came to be {4 extol- 
led, that it was prefer'd from particular evacua- 
tives to the Claſs of univerſals ; which indeed may 
be granted to it, as it doth by conſequence drain 
the whole Body; ſo that it may* be called an-uni- 
verſal: Apophlegmatiſm. Yet it is only in ſome-res, 
ſpecs, that it may be admitted of rhis Claſs; and 
for that reaſon *ris adviſed, that before the. uſe of 
falivation, we take - care of the whole, as occaſion 


requires, either by purgers, blood-letting, or which. 


is. more available, by both. AS to | 
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Tlie Way of Applying them. 


Many things are to be noted, + 

I. That ſome are proper, ſome improper ma$ticato- 
ries ;, thoſe are ſuch as draw Humors by means of 
maſtication ; cheſe without it, whether they: be pur 
into the Mouth, or not. So that apophlegmarsſm 
is a more general term, than maſticatory ; thus in 
ſpeechleſsneſs, and Palſies of the tongue, Liquids of 
Muſtard, Treacle, the anacardine confection, apo- 
pleftick Water and Spirit of ſalt Armoniack, are 
good to rub and waſh the Mouth with. So for the 
Tooth-ach, not only the maſtication of Pellitory 
of Spain, but things extracted out of 'it, guaia- 
cum, and Cloves are in uſe. Our TinCture for 
* the Tooth-ach is highly effeQtual againſt thoſe 
Pains, and to other ends ; that we may not ſpeak 
of thoſe which are manifeſt in themſelves. 

2. Maſticatories evackate the conjoined cauſe, and 
free the adjacent Parts, and they are: moſt proper 
In thoſe caſes wherein the Serum reſts, and ſtag- 
nates, either by a colleCtion or defluxion, and this 
happens in the Tooth-ach, hence empiricks lay ar- 
tificial ſtones upon the Teeth; ſo that is a true 
Rule, That maſticatories and apophlegmatiſms are 
very laudable in the Tooth-ach. So they have an ex- 
cellent uſe for fcorbutical Gums, and ſwelling 
Glandules, with ſome limitation, which we will 
add by and by ; ſo they lighten the Head, and give 
It caſe; 'and here we may mention the apophleg- 
matiſm-of Laurembergizs, or maſticatory (globules 
to cemfort the memory, ' deſcribed by him in the 
Mnemoneutick Art, which we haye publiſhed. 
Thoſe axe moxe gentle, theſe ſtronger. 


3. Maſtts 
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3. Maſticatories are more proper againſt the reſt of 
4 copions Serum, than its deficiency or extravagant 
Motion. So they are convenient in all cold Diſtem- 
pers of the Head, Apoplexies, Lethargies, weakneſs 
of Memory, cauſed by Phlegm, where -the Serum 
coagulates and grows. groſs; but-if it be faulty by 
thin acrimony and fluidity, they are leſs fit, eſpe- 
cially if it wanders. - So that they are bad for the 
conſumptive and heftical, in whom the Serum is 
either defeCtive or bad - yon are to uſe them ve- 
ry warily in an Aſthma, or not at all ; and ſo in 
fpitting of- Blood and fait Catarrhs, that fall up- 

on the Lungs; and in longings from depraved 
Stomachs, and a diſpoſition ro Vomit - for as vo- 
miting preceeds ſpontaneous falivation, ſo the ar- 
tificial may affe&t the Stomach, that what is immi- 
nent may be brought to act, MIL AATER 

. 4. Let maſticatories affeft the Mouth kindly, and 
not hurt it. Thus as Heurnius ſays, thoſe things, 
that are to be held in the Month ſhould be of an ac- 
ceptable 'taſt and ſmell, and not ungrateful and 
ſtinking, - They-are/not convenient in a weakneſs 
of the Tecth and Gums, unleſs it be to corrobo- 
rate, nor in Ulcers and Inflammations in and a« 
bout the Mouth, - fo that ir is better letting them 
alone in Quinſies. The external form alſo may 
vary from various intentions : for drawing down 
the lympha, ſolid maſticatories ; for opening the 
Nerves, and comforting the Teeth and Gums, li- 
quid or ſoft pulpy forms are moſt eligible. 

5. Maſticatories ſupply the place of Prarmicks : and 
where theſe can well be uſed, thoſe have often a 
good uſe; for as: in general mild things may be 
ſubſtituted to the violent, ſo in | angus many 
things exclude. ſternutatories, and yet admit ma- 
ſicatories and apophlegmatiſms. This a_

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holds good inDiſtempers of the Eyes and Noſtrils; 
for theſe parts, as we hinted before, ſuffer mare.

7. Merenrials for ſalivation: are.not to be (given in) 
the form of maſticatories or fumigations, but are more. 
mild in. Plaiſters, and Girdles. © Mercury is a. po- 
tent maſticatory, yet it is a great enemy to the 
Teeth, and all bones. Some make maſticatory balls 
of Jt of, Mercurius dulcis, i. of! maſtich, and as 
much honey-as will ſuffice, but you had better nor 
imitate them. ' And being reſolved: into. vapours | 
by. fumigation-it..is more. offenſive to the Nerves, / 
ſee. Rolfiic. ord. et meth. comment.”p1 593. but it may. | 
be.uſedin particular caſes, ay it is'by the Chirur- 
geans in Gallick:Ulcers of.the.

Mercury is the rooter out of the 'Pox, and- other 
ſtubborn Diſeaſes. As, ?tis more fſafe' to cure by 
Sweat than Salivation., ſo this is more” effe&tual 
than the other, where a Diltemper has rooted it 
ſelf ; ſo that as heroick- Medicines are ' fit for gi- 
gantick Diſeaſes, ſo this is greateſt- among ſuch Me- 
dicines in the venereal Diitemper, as to the Diſeaſe 
it ſelf, and all its Symptomes, Pains, Fumors of 
the Glandules, &c. fo alſo in the Epileplie, Gout, 
and madneſs, it is of great power ; and-tis fonnd - 
by-experience, that falivations for the Pox have 
perfectly cured thoſe Diſtempers alſo. But by this 
we do not exclude other things ; for falivation is ' 
to be performed after we premiſe univerſals, pur- 
gers; -{udorificks, &'c. and towards the ' end you - 
mult enjoyn ſudorificks. . I have known a ſtrong 
gouty fellow to be freed from his Gout by mercu- 
rial anointings. He was ſo reſpited for three years, 
but the Diſtemper returned afterward, tho more 
mild. 

9. The external uſe of Qyntments 1s either more u- 
niverſabor more determinate. Some anoint the ſhou]- 
ders, the Back-bone, the Breaſt, the Arms, the Belly, 
the Legs, the Palms of the Hands, &c. But it is 
better to uſe Plaiſters to the hinder part of the

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Neck, and Oyntments of the Joints to the extreme 
Parts. Thus in the cure of the Itch, they do con- 
veniently anoint People upon the Joints of the 
Hand-wriſt under the Arm-pits, and - under the 
Knees, out of which we note two things. 1. That 


the Remedies of the Itch and Pox are the ſame. 


2. That Mercurials do often cure the Symptomes 
with raiſing a ſalivation. 

10. While the ſpitting laſts avoid all external cold; 
ſo that the fick Perſon is to be kept in a warm 
Place, nor are you inconſiderately to change your 
Garments, leaſt this Motion be interrupted. Sali- 
vation by inunCtion, or taking mercurials, follows, 


in ſome ſooner, in ſome later, as the fourth, fifth, 


ſxxth or ſeventh day. 

II. Tox muſt look, to Symptomes, that are raiſed. 
They zre many; ſo that ſome have rejefted faliva- 
tion altogether. Sometimes a long Fever happens 
by the tumult: of the Blood and Serum, of which 
ſee Poter. L. de feb. c. 15. p. 18. but chiefly a baſe, 
loathſome ſtench, ſhaking of the Teeth, blackneſs 
of the ſame, and weakneſs for a time. So when 
the Teeth ſhake you mult deſift ; and if the Flux 
continue too long you muſt add aſtringents and 


opiates ; hence it is worſe for cholerick Men, than -

formances. 


A*® generation and production of the Species is 
moſt natural, ſo thoſe Medicaments , that 
= in this calc, are of Phyſical conſideration ; and 
alſo, by the force of contrariety, thoſe that leſſen 
ſeed, &c. 

Theſe are either ſtrengtheners, or ſubſtantial nou- 
riſhers of ſeed, analepticks, ſpirituous things and 
helpers of the natural heat ; as alimentary things, 
thar have good nouriſhment, much nouriſhment or 
things of eaſie digeſtion, which ſoon turn to chyle 
ard Blcod, and, beſides Wine, things milky, oy- 
ly and ſweet, as ſweet Almonds, Pine-nuts, Piſta- 
cies, Dates, potched Eggs, Milk, and other nou- 
riſhing kinds of food; or medicamentary things 
added to them to ſeaſon them, as aromaticks, &c. 

Thus Cock-ſtones are moſtly eſteemed by Yario- 
la, to increaſe ſeed; ſo a Sparrows-brains, Arti- 
choakes, Oyſters belong to this place. So fome 
feed Hens with Vipers, and com the fleſh of 
them againſt impotency. Some aliWmong Medi- 
caments are of this kind, and have reſpect to the 


* | = ſÞumeous nature of ſeed, as Satyrion, and other 


Bulbous 
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Bulbous roots, Cotton ſeed, which Hoffman com- 
_ Mends, Ambergreeſe, and many others. 

Hence it-is a proverb, that without. Ceres, and 
Bacchus Venus cools; being a manifeſt ſign, that 
if the Body be well fed, *tis ſufficient, to enable ir 
to perform this buſineſs. So it is that young, luſty,& 
ſpritely People,after good eating and drinking, have 
commonly nocturnal-pollutions the night following, 
becauſe moſt of the ſuperfluous faod turns to ſeed. 

Theſe things are proper for old People, the 
weak, and thoſe that have but few Spirits, or at- 
ter a ſickneſs, or for thoſe that want ſeed. For 
. they nonriſh a ſpirituous, conſiſtent, copious and 
turgent ſeed, which is ſufficient, if the Parts have 
vigour alſo. 

Or they are /tymulatives, I mean internally, which 
by their heat and acrimonions oyly Salt, make the 
ſeed more turgent, ſpirituous and irritating, ſo 
that an itch or titillation or turgency is felt, with 
Ceſire' to emit, and the muſculous Parts proyoked 
to ereCtion. Such are all aromaticks, and their near- 
eſt relations, bal/amicks, ſulphureons and odoriferous 
thing: as Cardamoms,Cinamon,Saffron,Cloves,Gin- 
ger, Rocket-ſeed, Aſh-keys, whichare commonly cal- 
led Birds-tongue, Hartwort-ſeed, preſerved Nutmegs 
Ginger preſerved,Eryngo roots,and particularly all 
kinds of Pepper, as Solezander, among others, gives 
2% of Pepper,with Ziij. of Milk,and {5 of Sugar. 
You may lee ſeveral Powders of this tort in Plare- 
r4s his obſervations. So the falſe ſeeds in the mid- 
dle of flowers are aphrodiſiacks of this kind, ſee 
Rolfine. O. & Ad. p. 821. yea, ſo are opiates too, ei- 
ther alone, with Musk, Ambergreeſe, &c. in 
form of Pills For whatſoever is ſaid to the con- 
trary, of which we have ſpoken in our Opiology, 


it is experimentally certain, thit Opium is an ex-, 
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cellent aphrodiſiack, and perhaps performs more 
than, any. other, and is by ſo much the more to 
be eſteemed, becauſe it ſtimulates and ſtrengthens 


and hinders the diſſolation of the Spirits. 


As alſo ofly and ſpirituous things ; tor whatſoever 
increaſes the native Heat , or the ſulphureous 
parts of the Blood, thoſe ſtimulate to Venery, or 
at leaſt afford ſomething by way of help; ſo that 
aqua magnanimitatis, or Spirit of Ants, ſimple or 
compound enter this liſt ; which has got that name 
by making Men magnanimous or valiant in Bed; 
ſo the Spirit of Satyrion and 'the Liquors and 


Eſſences of the things aforeſaid. 


So aqua vite fatyriata, aqua vitz Matthioli, the 
Oyl of Cinamon, Ambergreeſe, Musk, Civet, and 
the complete confetion of Alkermes, Fc. are of 


this trihe. 


As allo Salts, ard other acrimonius things , that 
are not aromatick ; as Venus is feigned to be ge- 
netrated out of the Sea - fo ſaline things do pro- 


voke laſt.

Common Salt and many ſalt things 


So that which is commonly 
called lac halecum may well be numbred among ſti- 
mulating aphrodiſiacks. So Mercurialis doth migh- 

#ily commend Borax ; ſo thoſe which have the 
moſt acrimonious Salts and diſſolyable, do ſtimu- 
late violently; ſo that cantharides are the ſtron- 
gelt of this kind ; ſo. purgers turn aphrodiſiacks, 
becauſe  ſtimulative ; upon which you may read 
obſervations in the firſt book of Plarerns his obſer- 
vations, where he relates, that one was ſo provok- 
ed to luſt after a Purge, that he could not abſtain 
from lying with his Nurſe; another having taken 
a Purge expoſtulated with his PIYſician, whether

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the purge, that operates ſo near them, and pers 
haps by conſent too ; yea ſome with hard ordure

thoſe, which have not ſo explicire an acrimony, 
but are partly alimentary, partly medicamentary; 
as -Dears Muſhroom, ( wbich we obſerved to be 
very ſlow, infomuch that ſome have excluded ir 
[from this number ) a Dears pizzle._So that it was 
a cuſtom, as Solenander writes, to take a drachm of 
the Powder of it before a venereal engagement. 
It was cut off in the heat of their rutting, and gi- 
ven in a potched Egg, with a glaſs of good Wine 
after it, and it was effeQtual; ſo alſo the fleſh of 
ſea Scincs, and ſome other fiſh. But chocolate is 
not to be forgotten, which ſtimulates and increa- 
ſes the Seed ; ſo that it is taken with good ſuc- 
ceſs, boiled with Wine, Sugar and Yolks of Eggs ; 
and ſo we have commended it to many, or you 
may take Zij, or Z{\. in Powder, or with Wine: 
Corroboratives, heaters and fſtimulatives do this 
externally alſo ; as the Oyl of Nutmegs preſſed out 
or deſtilled, the Oyl of Mace and Cloves, Ayn- 
ficht*s Oyl of Piſmires, cautiouſly adding Canth#$ 
rides, and Civet with which they anoint the 
Yard, &c. So Galls are much commended, as .that 
of the Goat, to anoint the Yard, as before. Sole- 
ander ſays, that he uſed it with good ſucceſs, and 
Schenkius commending it by chance, and in a Jeſt 
to a Hunts-man, who made uſe of it in earneſt, it 
anſwered expectations, and he returned thanks to

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The Uſe and Way of Applying them: 


1. Aphrodiſiacks are more for Men than Womem 
For as in them it gives Power of copulating, {6 
in Women ?*tis needleſs to ſtir luſt; For as Hippo» 
rrares ſays, a Woman wants allays at. all times j 
ſhe has a laſciviouſneſs by nature, which if not 
daily lopt grows exuberant by the effuſion of much 
Matter. And the example is rare of ſuch-as con- 
ceive without pleaſure ; ahd doubtleſs they. are at 
that time ſenſleſs. Bbt in the barrenneſs of Wos 
men they are of uſe; that corroborate, not thoſe 
that ſtimulate, of which elſewhere. a3v3% 

.2. Thoſe which cauſe Wind ds not cauſe laſt; It 
is common indeed to talk, that Wind is requiſite 
to Venery, but Scaliger corredfts. Cardanns fox ſuch 
an aſſertion, for however Wind may. be- ſome 
cauſe of theereCtion in Ghildren and tharWind may 
ſometimes ſomewhat concur, as we have obſeryed 
Wind to come out of the Yard, yet they muſt not 
be accounted of as aphrodiſiacks, thefe 13 indeed a 
quibble in the word Wind, which-is taken for Spi- 
rits, and ?tis true that thoſe that excite the Spi« 
rits do provoke to luſt. -; :10d-08 

3: Yon are not ſo much to excite luſt in old Men Terh 
peppered things, acri nonious flmulatives , as with thoſe 
that refreſh the vital heat and the heart. This is 


\ Simon Paulus hispOſition;for'tis vain irritating where 


there is no ſeed; Stimulatives do often looſen old 
Mens bellies,ſo that ſome old fond fools havingtaken 
ſach things have inſtead of farisfying their young; 
Wives foully beſhited their ſpouſe, and bed;too. 

4. Comforters and gentle (timmlatives a e gonvent-: 
ently mingled with apbrodiſiacks. For thus you icom+ 
fort,nouriſh, adminiſter ſeed and ſtimulate ; of this 


kind are 6letuar. diaſatyr. divers preſerved things, 
X 1pquors 
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Liquors.an& mixtures ; we approve chiefly of two 
Medicaments, the one mild and analeptick (or 
veſt aurative;) the other more ſtrong; that. is choco- 
fate; this the ſtimu}ative rotules of Mynſichr. Yea 
we have obſerved, that comforters without ſtimu- 
latives, and ſtimulatives without: comforters have 
had but little effeft,We'ſpeak of gentle ſtimulatives, 
for thoſe who unwawy uſe cantharides are vexed 
with an: unſpeakable trangury and, heat of Urin, 
' and fometimes withpifling 'of Bloqd ; the cure: of 
which Symptames is Milk and Emulſions. See Lar- 
zizs itt his firſt bonk of Epiſtles, Epiſtle the 47. 

5. Yon muſt obſerve time and place in applying ther. 
As to: place'externals are applyed to the perinanm, 
or ſpace between the Yard and the Fundament, ro 
the Loins, to the Member it ſelf, 'to the great Toe 
of 'the Foot by reaſon of conſent; taking care that 
to the Member 'it:felf, you go not” beyond Civet 
ard 'Goats-gall; 'leaft a greater acrimony may in- 
jure it. As t9 tixe;:comfortable and alimentary 
things are to be uſed/in the day-tume at Meals with 
internal ſtimulatives, but externals-before bed-time, 
or an engagement for the ſpace of an hour, or half 
an hour ; that it may alarm. the Spirits. 
© 6; Aphrodifiacks wo s away impotency by witch-craft ; 
bur you may mingle with them what'1s commend- 
ed againſt 'enchantments, as chiefly the eſſence of 
St. Johns-wort, with eſſence of Satyrion taken be- 
fore day, of which ſee Az. Salas: foother things, 
as piſſing fpon new Brooms, has reſtored many: 
fo alſo piſing through a Wedding-ring; thei filings 
of Goars-horn taken inwardly, decoftion of Co- 
lumbine to waſh the Genitals , as Hartman will 
have'it.. So have we obſerved it cured by pifling 
through a hole in a Board or Plank, which a knot

Hence 
lefſeners of Sced, antivenerea's, or antaphrodiſi- 
acks, if you regard their way of Atting, do either, 
-(t.) Lefſen the growth it ſelf; not ſo much by ſub- 
tration. of aliment, which doth much, as by hin- 
dering the colleftion of Sced ; either by conſtrix- 
gency, and fo Saturnine Mcdicaments are the chief, 
eſpecially ſaccharum Saturni, prepared by evapora- 
tion, which is exceeding ſweet to the Faſt ; but 
by the Particles of deſtilled Vinegar joined with 
metallick Atom?s, it concentrates the Serum, that 
it cnny. grow turgid, nor vividly tend towards 
the genital Parts ; ſo that if it be plentifulty given 
xt enervates and un-mans People by its conſtrin- 
Fency ; ſo the Saturnine TinC@ure commonty cal- 
led the antiphthiſical TinCture, ( tho more right- 
ly the ſtyptick TinQure ) is a good antivenereal. 
And other things do it by diſſiparing ard deſtroying 
the conſiſtence required, And ſo procures a diffiati- 
on of the Spirits, ſuch are preparations of Camphire; 
of which it is aid, chat ir gelds by its very ſmell, 
alſo bitter things, as Worm: wood, Aloes, ©c. So 
ſea WHlow, which js commonly, bur falſly called 
agnus caſtus, Rue leaves, Willow, Hemp ſeed, 
and Mint are of this kind. Here we muſt call to 
mind the Waters and Eſſences of Chaſtity, £3y7-

2. Or thoſe that take away the arrimony, fury and 


flimulation ; and ſuch are either 4queoxs refrige- 


rants, as Water-Lilies, Lettuce, Endive, Purfl.ne, 
the four great, ard the four _- cold Seeds, E- 
mulſions, and ſach like, of them. For as 
heat, or .rather the. vigour of the Blood and Se- 
rum make mnch towards the ſtirring on of the 
Secd in its paſſages, ſo thoſe things which wa

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Heat and: obtund - the Vigour, cool and check a 
Mans courage and irclinations to Venery: Thus 
great dra!kards, the hydropical and cacheCtical 
are unfruitful, and unfit for generation. Or rerre- 
ous which precipitate and leſſen the Motion of the 
Blood , and conſequently of the Seed ; as of the 
vegetables, Strawberry leaves, Acrimony., and ſuch 
like ; ſo terra ſigillata, Corals, Bole- Armenack, 
Cuttle-bone, which, as alſo its Magiſtery, is nor 
unadviſedly given to cure a gonorrhcea, all the 
Santals, and other things. | 

Many of theſe, and fuch other things, do mnch 
externally, by mitigating the Hear. - Thus it 15 
uſual to ſtrew Vine leaves, Willow leaves, and ſea 
Willow leaves, and ſach like nnder People, but 
they are of little effect. But here Lead Medica- 
ments are above all, which both inwardly and out- 
wardly give much help; thas thin Plates of Lead 
are much uſed to cool the Reins in nocturnal pol- 
Iutions ; and this they do not only by their cold- 
neſs, but that 1 may uſe the words of £49gims, they 
do as it were magnetically draw out ſalt Acrimo- 
ny, which may be perceived from th13, that the 
Part under the Lead doth ſeem. to he always mo'ſt, 
and in a kind of Sweat, in which Sweat the cau- 
ſtick acrjmonious Salt doth continually paſs away, 
and ſo the Heat abates. Yea you may ſec it ſtick to 
the Lead, while it endeavours to diſlolve it: all 
which attraQtion is by the benefir of the Mercury, 
which the Lead abounds with; for Mercury is a great 
deſtroyer of Salts, cauſes exhalation, and fo it cools 
both aCtually and potentially ; not to mention , 
that the lead Plate may -alſo admoniſh People when 
they are aſleep, ſeeing it may hurt them a little, 
when they lye upon their, backs, which is the main 


poſture, that, cauſes nocturnal pollutions.

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Or ade which obtund the vivid Sulphur of the 


Body, and are apt tq hinder the glutinous conſi- 


ſence of the Seed ; Hence Sorrel is commended, 


( tho it is but a fable, that the ſeed of it gathered 
by a Child, that hath not known Yezns 1s a pre- 
ſent Remedy againſt the running of the,Reins, ) 
Vinegar, cooling TinCtures and Acids, both tarta- 
reous and ſaline. - Thus we have obſerved red he- 
patica, and the vitriolated Cryſtals of Tartar, to 
be very good in noCturnal Pollutions ; and Joe! 
ſays, that the Spirit of Vitriol is good to promote 
the excretion and annihilation of Seed. But Zarn- 
£ius his obſervation is very notable, of a Perſon 
of Honour, who labouring to alter his. Stomach 
by the continual uſe of Spirit of Vitriol, had his 
privy Members ſo leſſened, that it was feared he 
would have quite loſt his virility, which upon leav- 
ing of that practice, and uſing generous helps was 
reſtored, and afterward got ſeveral Children. _ 
. This is alſo apparent by the rule ot Contraries, 
for as the Body being agitated by too much Moti- 
on, or acquiring new Spirits, doth ſtir the more, 
and the Serum as it were Foam again, and acquire 
a new incentive ; ſo thoſe things, that tame this 
exaltation and evyeCtion , as acids do, do depreſs 

and leſſen venery. n 
Or mtrous and mercurial things, as they render 
the Seed fluid, and as I may fo ſay, reſolve it ta 
its firſt being. For ic is known that altho Seed 
has naturally a good thick conliſtence, yer it rea- 
dily reſolves it ſelf into water. Therefore what- 
ſoever do thus, thoſe leſſen the Seed, and are ene- 
mies to Venery. Thus in particular, nitrous things 
make the Serum fluid, and alſo invert the Sulphur 
therefore you read a notable obſervation in'7imess 
of a very luſtful Man, who by the uſe of Niter = 
| ceaſe 
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ceaſe to be troubleſom. to himſelf and others, that 
he by his great heat purſued ; mercurials have al- 
ſo an implicite acidity, which makes the Blood 
and Serum extreamly fluid,takes away ſtrength, and 
they are apt to weaken all the nervous and muſcu- 
lous Parts - nay nothing is better than mercurius 
dulcis in any gonorrhea, either ſimple or virulent. 
Or a miadle fort, which corret the Motiog of 
the Serum, and ſtop its fluxes, take away acrimo- 
ny, and with their balſamick virtue keep the con- 
liſtence entire, ſtrengthen the ſeminal Veſlels, if 
they be cxulcerated, relaxed, or otherwiſe offen- 
ded, they cleanſe, divert Humors, ſuch in general 
are good in Catarrhs and enormous flowings of the 
Serum, as Amber ; ſo that we have obſerved ſuch 
diverting things, as the Eſſence of Amber jdyned 
with a bezoardick and an anodine eſſence to have 
happily cured a Gonorrhca to this place apper- 
tain ſudorificks of the Woods, as decoCtions of 
Gualacum, ſaſſafras, bezoardicum minerale, &c. 
For +. are to note, that the Claſs of the leſſe- 
ners of Seed is wide, and contains not only what 
induces Chaſtity in ſingle Men ; but what is due 
to the Vices, Fluxions and* Ichoreſcence of the 
Seed, and to vitious Seed that paſles off in the 
room of the good ; ſo that with due choice made, 
they are convenient in a ſimple Gonorrhca, no-tur- 
nal Pollutions, virulent ruaning of the Reins, enor- 
mous luſt, and ſuch like Symptomes, or what ari- 
ſes out of them ; and in ſome reſpeft for Women 
troubled with the Whites, or a gonorrhca. - As to 


The Way of Applying them. 


I. The virtue of things that leſſen Seed doth warie 
according ro the temperaments, For as in general, 
17, X 4 : every 
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every Apent afts according to the thing it works 
upon ; ſo when you read contrary things in Au- 
thors; as for example, ſea Willow, Rue, Mint, &c. 
all of them do check libidinouſneſs, and cauſe it, 
leſſen Seed, and produce it, but this is to be attri- 
buted to the diverlity of Bodies, that it works up- 
on ; ſo that Hoffman rightly ſays, that the Seed of 
agnus caſtus being often taken doth' diminiſh Seed, 
and that only in hot Conſtitutions, «but the contra- 
ry in cold ones ; thus it is decided, when 'tis ſaid 
that dry Mint diminiſhes Seed, but green increaſes 1t. 

2. Their force varies according ta the nature of the 
Seed, and aſtriftion or a confuming of the. Seed be in- 
dicated, All things are not convenient for all Peo- 
Ple zothys in nofturnal Pollations, Acids, the aque- 
ous and ſtyptick are convenient, only this laſt muſt 
be gentle ; in a ſimple Gonorrhcea, Acids and ni- 
trous things, as alſo lixivials, however ſome Pra- 
Etitioners deny it, are good and proper ; ina viru- 
lent one, Mercurials in the beginning,” but Acids 
and __ things are not convenient ; nitrous 
things do powerfully take away luſt, but are bad 
1n fluxes. SF 

2. In leſſening of Seed you muſt ſee, that you do 
not run to extreams. So that in general Wormwood, 
Jead Medicaments, and others above mentioned, 
are ſcarce of any uſe in married People - and you 
muſt deal warily with them in young People, 
- and ſach as are troubled with noCturnal Pollutions ; 

for here that of Horace is true, Naturam expellas 
furca licet ufque recurret, that is, Nature returns dv 
That you can to throw it out, Nournal polluti- 
pn is a diſeaſe of Age, ſo that the Seed, its fury 
and acrimony muſt be abated, but the Seed muſt 
not be quite extinguiſhed, for thoſe that lead mo- 
paſtick lives, what ever they do to leflen w_ de- 
| roy 
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ſtroy virility, do ſuffer noQurnal Pollutions and 
Gonorrhca's, ſo a total -deftruftion of . the Seed, 
( unleſs it. be by gelding ) muſt be injurious to the - 
Body. We knew ane 70 years old, wha havin 
hot Seed, was from his youth to that age, trouble 
with notturnal Pollutions, yer had rpany Children; 
we have known@lſo a married Shepherd to dye by 
a flowing of the Seed. 

4. Mercurials do rather advance, than check the 
flux of Seed. - So that we obſerve after them, 
and alſo after purgers, that the. flux doth always 
increaſe z and when Mercury is given in the begin- 
ning of a virulent Gonorrhcea, it rather cleanſes 
and diverts, than binds; ſo that Mercury is very 
good to cleanſe venereal Ulcers, as of the ſeminal 
Veſicles, &c. and ſo to conſolidate them by taki 
away the _— Acrimony, but if you work with 
Mercurials aitogether, it will be very vain. So that 
having premiſed theſe, yon muſt add ſtrengtheners, 
as of Acximony, Amber, &c. which confirm the 
Parts, take away Acrimony, and hinder the Flux. 

$. Tou muſt n0t truft to external Oyls ro conſume 
and binder Seed; for theſe do more relax the Parts, 
and ſo promote the Flux, rather than otherwiſe, ſo 
Meſwue's Oyntment of Roſes, the cooling Oyntmenr 
of Galen, the Oyl of Hemlock, &c. have ſomtimes 
their uſe, eſpecially the Loins being anointed with 
them, but you had better infiſt upon Internals rhan 
uſe theſe, nor doth it avail any thing to apply 
them to the Stones; not to mention that they alſs 
keat the Parts.

Of Stanchers of Blood. 


JT remains, that we ſpeak of Stanchers of Blood, 
whoſe excretion is in all caſes preternatural, un- 
leſs it be that of the Menſes ; therefore fuppoling, 
that ſome time great Fluxes of Blood do happen ;z 
I. Either by the moveable or Blood it ſelf, as when 
tis too much rarefied by lixivial Salts, ſulphureous 
Particles or volatile ; fo that its Tone is relaxed, 
and the fibrous Parts dibilitated, and ſeeks ont a 
hew ſpace, as the Sea in its flowing over-runs the 
Banks; and the Pores alſo dilated by Heat, and 
the ſaline Parts do lay the Veſlels open, of which 
we have examples in Fevers, in which the Heat and 
volatile Parts do often cauſe Hemorrheges ; and in 
faline Diſeaſes without any Fever, where either a 
fixed or volatile Alkali abounds, as in the Scurvy. 
For the ſcorbutical, eſpecially if far gone, are very

Or by reaſon of the containing and conveyin 
Veſſels, as they ſend out, and are Sat able to =. 
tain the vital Nectar, but ſuffer it to paſs off by 
ſome opening eroſion or gaping, whether ſponta-

Quantities flow ſorrietimes, that it endangers life

So that as in general they are ftanchers, that 
check the flowing Blood, and redure it to. its due 
limits; ſo they either reſpe& the Blood it ſelf, as 


under ebullition and rarefattion, as precipitants, ſuch 


are the terreous of all kinds, Corals, the Blood- 
ſtone, &c. or aqueous and cooling qualifiers, as Wa- 
ters of Shepherds-purſe, Plantane, Purilane, Water- 
Lily and Frog-ſpawn , the Phlegin of - Alum, &c. 
or coagulating and congealing Acids, as Tinfture of 
Roſes, of Violets, and the acid Spirits. Thus have 
we cured ſcorbutical Hefnorrtiages with the alone 
uſe of Spirit of Vitriol joyned with TinCtare of 
Violets, for acids do obtund and invert the more 
yolatile and moveable Particles ; and fix and con- 
centrate the too ative Particles, and fo hinder a 
delnge. | 

So alſo incraſſatives and aſtringents of ichorouſneſs. 
As when the Blood is too watery, ſerous, acrimo- 
nous and flaxile , then you are to expe help 
from roboratives, CO , and thoſe that ds 
concentrate both inward and outward, Thus al- 
moſt all Red-roots ſtanch Blood, Tormentil, Snake- 
weed root, Alcanna; ſo Her nins his Powder is 
good againſt all ſich Flies, eſpecially in breat- 
ing of a WG: _ OO is ng _— "IP 
whire Henbiane feed, white Poypy ſei each Af.

So alſo fixers, as opiates, the common helps of 
all Fluxes, either alone or with aſtringents, as the 
anodine Magiſtery, laudanum opiatum, &c. 

y revellents are aſcfal, as Blood-letting 
in the adverſe Part, dry Cupping-glaſſes to the 
Neck, which is the arcanum of ſome late Phylici- 
ans, Li of the extream Parts, the Arms, 
Feet, Fingers, Sc. that the violent motion may be 
retarded. 

—- alſo coolers, ow as +4 cool, and are re- 

ents; or potentially, as Oxycrate, or a mixture 
of Vinegar and Water applycd to the Neck or 
Stones. So it is an excellent thing, that Simon. 
Paulus commends, he ſays, that Starch mingled 
with Bole-Armen. and the White of an Egg ſpread 
upen Tow fo large, that it may reach from the 


Coronal ſuture to the root of the Noſe, juſt over * 


that part of the dura Matter, which is called the 
falx, has by often experience ſtop'd violent Flux- 
e$;ſo it is known, that ſudden terrors, as they drive 
the Blood from the Circumference to the Center, 
do ſtop great Hemorrhages ; ſome caſes there are 
ia which Faintings ſtop the Blood, as that famous 
example of the bleeding of Ageſilaus in Xenophon, 
which was ſtop'd by that means. And Foferus 
fays, that there is not a more certain Remedy in 
Hemorrhages, eſpecially thoſe of the Noſe, than 

n 
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a ſudden application of Water, Vinegar or Ice to 
the hinder part of the Neck. 

So aſtringents and compreſſers do the ſame, as the 
Bloed-ſtone, the Jaſper-ſtone, the Cornelean, and 
others both by actual, cold, and potential conftri- 
ftion from Chalybeate and terreous Particles, 
which are held in the Hand, or to the Arm-pits. 
So Cockle ſeed held nnder the Tongue for ſome 
time, helps in light Cafes, but not grievous Flux- 
es. So Rolfncins his ſecret was, either a dryed Toad, 
or his Bones carried under the Arm-pits, the to 
of the Bones were cut off, that they might not be 
known. So Money firſt cooled in Water and cloſe- 
ly - -a to the Fore-head to cool and compreſs the 
Veſſels. Ta this place you may refer many other - 
Topicks, Pultiſſes, Amulets, &c. . Thus Borellus 
doth mightily commend .common Nettle ſtam 
and put ro the Palms of the Hands, and Soles of. 
the Feet, with other Medicaments which: may be 
ſeen in his 1, Cenr. obſ. 95. 

Or they reſpett rhe Channels, and the ends of the 
Veſſels, which being any way opened, it is neceſ- 
fary that the Blood ſhould flow out ; the conſoli- 
dants, aſtringents and glutinatives which we have 
mentioned are proper #pardly, but ourwardly the 


1, Compreſſers; altho compreſſion ſeems to be 
but a on taticons help, which being removed, 
the Flux returns ; yet the Lips being thos continu- 
ally preſſed together, Nature works a confolidati- 
on, ſo that it is a very good Remedy. Thus 
Wounds of cut Veins being continually tyed with 
a band, if it may be done, grow together. Yeru-

. 2. Checkgrs of the Blood, aud conſequently ſuch 4s

ſop 28y Hemorrhage ,, eſpecially if a Regnotick 
Payer be ſtrewed "opap it; to this. place belong 
all the dryer ſort of things; and Grulingius ſays 
that in caſe of necellity-the little flocks eathered 
i the Breeches by the wearing of Cloath has ſtop- 
ped the Blood ; Another was cured only by Powder 
of Egg-thells blows into the Noſe. , 

3- Adftringents, watery, auſtere and acid. Thus 
Crolius Tayy, that Birch-tree Muſhroms ſhred to 
Picces do miracles in external Hemorrhages, and 
that it is more efficacious than.crocus Martis aftrin- 
gens. So the Powder of the Tendrels of Vines 
doth wonderful things. Riverjus war Oxycrate 
draws often jpto the Noſe, and Deodarus extols it 
az a great-fecret. ||, 

Thos Florentine Lack being drawn into the Noſe 
with or without Alum. {tops Hemorrhages. Ink 
alſo doth often do the ſame, or Tents of Alum 


dipped in it; which-- Forellzs commends 25 a great 


ſceret. _ So the Water of Frogs-ſpawn with Alum 
drain into the Noſe, doth often help. So all 
Moſs binds and ſtops Hemorrhages, but chiefly the 
Moſs of a Man's Skull, -both internally, and exter- 
nally Either carried under the Arm-pits, or put up- 
on the Wound. | 
o0agmlaryues alſo, and ſuch as-reduce the Part in- 
t0 # kind. of bardnefs. And that either gently ; as 
Hinderexys ſays, that almoſt all red Roots Iitanch 
Blood, and that every Blood ftanches Blood, _ tis 
Biull 
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glutinous, and meeting the other Blood it miti- 
gates it, and conglutinates the Veſlels. So there 
1s an elegant: example in Platerus to this purpoſe, 
that a MalefaQtor having his Hands and Feet cut 
off, run his Arm into a 'freſh Wound made in a 
dunghill Cock, and the Hemorrhage was abſolute- 
ly ſtop'd ; . which. was alſo tryed in 3 Finger that 
was bit off, with good effe&. Thus the warm Blood 
of Animals is given, as Clyſters to the dyſenteri- 
cal. So my Lord Bacon commends the putting of 
an amputated Member, or bleeding for any other 
cauſe, into other Animals, for the Blood doth 
mightily draw the Blood off the Animal by con- 
ſent, and ſwallow it up,.ſo that it is it ſelf ſtop'd, 
and flows back.' So the hot Excrements of a Pig 
doth as it were coagulate the Blood. See Rulandus 
Cent. 10. obſ 57. | | 

Or ſtrongly, ſuch are thoſe, that induce an eſchar 
or hardneſs; and they actual or potential; Thus 
Wikis in his Book of Fevers, has an inſtance of a 
moſt violent Hemorrhage cured by the Vapour of 
the Blood falling upon hot Iron, So- fire-or cau- 
terizing does by drying and burning the Blood, by 
contralting and ſhutting the Veſlels do, when all 
things fail, as in the cutting eff ſphacelated Limbs. 
So Plarerus ſays, that. a Ball made of Wooll dip- 
ue in 2qua fortis did ſtop an Hemorrhage of the 

ongue.

&ion, but this is not ſo certain, and (hardly an- 
ſwers your expeCtations,but in light caſcs.

The Way of Uſing them. 


Tt. Blood ſtanchers are proper . for a ſample Hes 
morrhage :- but in a complicated, they only partly 


cure. "Thus they have place in Hemorrhages of 


the - Noſe, 'Wounds, Arteries , Menſes , Hemor- 
rhoids, breaking of a Vein, piſſing of Blood, bloody 
Fluxes, '&c. | But if : the, Hemorrhage be joined 
with a Diſtemper ,' you muſt principally regard 
—_  — a. Dyſentery or oony _ from 
the e requires proper things, and not only 
Nanchers of Blood, but ſuch as have reſpect to the 
Stone ; and always have the greateſt care to take 
away the Cauſe, which being removed the Hemor- 
rhage alfo: will be ſtop'd ; nor are they good in 
-all Fluxes, but only where aſtrition is properly 
indicated ; as *twere a madneſs to uſe ſtops by 
Nypticks in a Pleuriſie or bloody-ſpitting, the rea- 
ſon is the ſame in other caſes. 

2. Topicks are to be applyed, eicher where there is 
Smmediate need, or where the Blood may be moſt of 
all cooled. For by the firſt way they may proba- 
-bly ſhut the Mouths of 'the Veſſels: by. their imme- 
diate conta6t ; and by the other allay the impe- 
tyous Motion ' of the Blood. Thus, ( to: give a 
ſummary account ). they' are applied to: the fides 
of the Head, to the Fore-head, under the.

4. Grievous Ligatures are not profitable when the 
Blood is impetuous, | For however gentle Ligatures 
of the extreme Parts, and Confrictions of the 
Fore-head do ſomewhat retard the Blood , and 
conſtraining of the Veſlels is not for nothing, as 
by cold things, Stones, and the like held Ih the hand, 
under the Arm-pits, &c: Yet if you exceed in 
theſe ConſtriCltions, and go beyond what a diſ- 
creet Phyfician ſhould do, you ſhall be ſo far fron 
hindering the Flux, that it will grow more vio- 
lent, by reaſon, that the ſpace is made - narrower.
